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Summary of Helos from the Far Cast. 


JAPAN. 
OSAKA AND HIOGO. 

H.MS. Basilisk, despatched to Hong Kong from Hiogo direct, 
conveyed news to the 6th January, and reports that Hiogo and 
Osaka were opened to foreign intercourse on the Ist without any 
difficulty. Admiral Keppel was in the bay, with twelve British 
men-of-war, including gunboats. Admiral Bell was also present, 
with six American men-of-war, and one French vessel was - 
with the fleet. Everything had proceeded satisfactorily up to 
the date of the Basiltsk’s departure. 

The correspondent of the Japan Herald, writing a week 
earlier, says :— 

‘We left Yokohama in H.M.S. Adventure on Saturday, the 
21st Dec., and steered south to join the fleet, having on board 
his Excellency Sir: Harry Parkes and suite, and Lieutenants 


| Bradshaw and Bruce with a detachment of. the 9th Regiment. 


We arrived without accident off Osaka on the 23rd Dec., after 
one of the most agreeable trips that I have ever had the 
pleasure of making. Sir Harry Parkes landed as soon as we 
arrived at the anchorage and proceeded up the river to Osaka, 
where he found everything in an active state of preparation for 
the opening of that port to foreigners on the lst of January. 
The following day we landed the troops, the Minister’s escort 
and their horses, and also a quantity of stores. 

“ During the disembarkation the wind was fortunately blow- 
ing off shore, so that there was but a moderate movement of the 
sea in the bay; but we were informed that when the wind is in 
a contrary direction the sea becomes at times so boisterous - 
that transhipping and landing goods is rendered very hazardous © 
and often impossible. The city of Osaka is about three miles from 
the mouth of the river, and is only accessible by means of flat bot- 
tomed boats. On the 25th (Christmas'Day), leaving Messrs. Low- 
der and Wills at Osaka, we weighed anchor, and with Sir Harry 
Parkes and the remainder of the suite made steam across the bay 
for Hiogo, where we arrived about noon, after a capital run of an 
hour and a quarter—distance 15 miles. Here we found an impos- 
ing fleet riding at anchor. There were one or two Japanese stea- 
mers and sailing vessels off Osaka, one of which had brought the 
young Prince of Chosiu across, who, on dit, will at the request 
of the Mikado be present at the ceremony of the opening of the 
new ports. 

“ We have had two funerals since we have been here, one 
from the Hertford, the surgeon of which died of consumption, 
and was buried on Christmas Day ; the second was poor Turner, 
First Lieutenant of the Rodney, Admiral Keppel’s flag ship, who 
died suddenly from disease of the heart, and was buried yester- -- 


‘| day ; this evening we lost one of our own quartermasters, after 


rather a sudden illness. It is melancholy to see the ensigns so 
often half-mast, but fortunately the fleet is in excellent health, 
and the station could not possibly, I should think, be a more 

healthy one.” 





YOKOHAMA. 

From this port we have advices to the 4th January(19 days 
later). The outward mail of Oct. 29 (and telegraphic news to 
Nov. 21) arrived on the 28th December. The Pacific Mail 
steamer Great Republic arrived from San Francisco on the 3rd 
January, eight days overdue, with London telegrams to Dec. 2. 

The present homeward mail comes from Yokohama to Hoig

Kong direct, and not via Shanghai, as usual. A large quantity 
of silk being offered on condition of the steamer being delayed 
a few days was the cause of this deviation. On this the Japan 
Times remarks :—‘ Those China and Japan merchants who are 
interested in the direct trade between this and the northern 
ports of the Celestial Empire have now afforded to them a very 
excellent chance of observing the working of the P. and O. line 
on this section when unsupported by a Government subsidy. 
At any convenicnt season, whenever a profit offers itself in 
freights, communication between Japan and Shanghai can be 
interrupted at the pleasure of the P. and O. agents, and when 
the gap is not filled by the P. M.S, S. Company’s steamers, busi- 
ness experiences a sudden check. In estimating the incon- 
venience and loss caused to them by this, commercial men 
must be careful to lay the blame on the*right shoulders. The 
P. and O. Company has for a jong series of years discharged its 
onerous duties to the public, as well as to its shareholders, 
faithfully and well; a time has arrived when a short-sighted 
Government not only declines to place it upon a level with its 
foreign rivals in the item of national contribution, but even re- 
fuses to guarantee it against competition by these highly subsi- 
dised opponents. ,The company and the public are now in 
antagonistic positions ; the first duty of the directors is to pro- 
vide a dividend, and all suck supererogatory work as carrying 
Her Majesty's mails for nothing has to be stopped whenever 
Occasion serves. We must suffer naturally ; and if we want the 
evil remedied, it is for us to assist the company by petition in 
its very legitimate demand on the British exchequer.” 

The following (also from the Japan Times) foreshadows the 
serious troubles of which we have already received a vague 
account by telegram :— 

“The opening of the ports hes of course been the all- 
engrossing subject of the fortnight, and we hope soon to re- 
ceive news that New Year’s-day at Hiogo and Osaka has passed 
to the satisfaction of all concerned. The exceedingly large fleet 
assembled in Hiogo Bay entirely precludes the idea of any 
open resistance by the Japanese authorities to the landing of 
the Ministers and Consuls and the formal declaration that 
the ports are opened. An attempt may very probably have 
been made to induce the postponement of the opening of 
Yedo and Nee-e-gata to the lst of April as a precedent, and it 
is certain that the same plea—that the foreign settlements are 
not yet ready for our reception—might with great justice be 
advanced. But the Ministers have gone to open Osaka and 
Hiogo, and we cannot imagine their consenting to defer the 
event for any cause—short of the breaking out of a civil war— 
which either Mikado or Shiogoon can allege. The com- 
mencement of trade is altogether a different question. Our 
own letters from Osaka are of by no means a_ satisfactory 
tenor. The writers, on whose knowledge of the political situa- 
tion we can confidently rely, unite in expressing a doubt re- 
specting the actual opening of the ports to commerce. They 
may be declared open as a matter of form by the Ministers, and 
foreign Consuls and merchants may take up their temporary 
abode there, but it is not certain that trade will be allowed ; 
and one of our correspondents goes so far as to state that it is 
useless for foreign traders to go down. Shimadz Saburo has 
been hurriedly called away to Kagosima, and left the capital in 
great haste. Tosa has also gone, no one knows whither, and the 
aspect of affairs is by no means promising. 

“The real reason for attempting to delay this event is that 
the Daimios will not attend the Conference to which they have 
been summoned, under the guns of a foreign fleet. And, until 
they have assembled, until the questions which now agitate 
Japan are settled—the formation of a new system of Govern- 
ment and the adjustment of the balance of power between 
Mikado, Shiogoon, and Daimios—we canuot hope to see trade 
commenced in Osaka or Hiogo with any confidence in its peace- 
ful continuance. 

“Our latest letters from Mr. Seare at Osaka are without 
sufficient interest to induce us to print them. Life must have 
been to him for the last four months as dreary as to Mariana 
in the mouted grange ; it is almost incredible, but. nevertheless 
true that so carefully secluded has he been from the outside 
world that, until the information reached him from us here, he 
had not heard of the abdication of the Shiogoon! His 
last letter bore date December 14th, when he reported 
everything quiet aud the works in progress at both settlements ; 
the difficulty about the plans having been adjusted by Messrs. 
Mitford and Satow, of the English Legation, who preceded the 
Ministers, as we mentioned last mail. The mercautile commu- 
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nities of Yokohama and these new ports, as well as more dis- 
tant constituents owe, certainly, a debt of gratitude to Mr. 
Seare; for it is most certain that but for the appear- 
ance of his letters all would have been kept, up to 
the present date, in utter ignorance of the proposed plans of 
the new settlements at Osaka and Hiogo; and Mr. Locock’s 
really valuable letter which was published here for last mail 
would not have appeared, It had not been published in 
London last November, though it was written aud sent home 
six months before. Sir Harry Parkes will not readily clear 
himself of the censure he has most justly incurred, of neg- 
lecting, from pure ‘ insolence of office,’ the interests committed 
to his charge.”

NAGASAKI. 

A correspondent at this port writes :— 

“The Keangsoo, recently bought bySatsuma, left for Kagosima 
on 3rd Dec., having on board Count Monblanc and three other 
Frenchmen, members of his staff. The steamer Coquette has 
been sold to Japauese for $85,000. She is the best and 
cheapest purchase they have ever made, The price paid for her 
and for the Aeangsoo ought to convince owners of steamers that 
the time for making money out of them in Japan has passed. 
They will be glad ere long to have the bare outlay on their 
vessels returned. 

“The Governor has addressed a letter to each of the Consuls 
expressing the diffieulty he experienees-in- adjusting eases be~ 
tween foreigners and Japamese for breach of contract, when 
neither side possesses a written contract, and requesting that 
foreigners be instructed tv have their contracts with Japanese 
in black and white in future, as otherwise, in the event of dis- 
pute, he will be compelled to refuse a hearing. 

“The Feilong has been circulated to leave for Hiogo on the 
27th inst., and other ateamers.are likely to follow. A repre- 
sentative from nearly every house here will. be present at the 
opening of the new ports. : 

“ There is nothing doing in imports. (The brig Belle leaves 
shortly with tea for New York, and the Gleam has been laid on 
for London. The gun-boat Hugenie has arrived from England 
for sale. . 

The following is from Messrs. Alt and Co.’s Market Report, 
dated Dec. 31 :— aa 

Since the 30th ult., when our last report was dated, we have received 
the English mails of the-10th and 26th October, and French mail of the 
17th idem. 

ImwportTs.—There has been a great stagnation: inthe market for piece 
goods of nearly all descriptions during the past month. The general at- 
tention has been taken from business to a large extent and centred upon 
the events now passing at Osaka. Should this port be opened according 
to treaty without delay we look for an improvement in every branch of 
trade. Stocks of Grey Shirtings are heavy, and sales lately have been very 
limited. In T-Cloths transactions have been small, and supplies are in 
excess of requirements. White Shirtings are held in large quantities, and 
can enly be quitted a few pieces at a time. Taffachellas continue de- 
pressed, a few sales only at the undermentioned low quotations having 
been reported. T. R. Cambrics are still in over supply, and Blue and 
Bronze Handkerchiefs are difficult of sale. Camlets and Long Ells can 
only be moved in exchange for produce, cash offers being unobtainable. 
Plain Black Orleans are inquired for, and sales have been made to a fair 
extent at full prices. Grey Yarn is enquired for at quotations, and there 
is little in the place. Iron, of all kinds, and Lead, are in small supply 
and fair demand. There are no English Coals on the market. 

Exrorts.—There has been a fair demand for most descriptions of pro- 
duce during the past month. Large sales of wax have been made at 
rather lower rates, and stocks are now reduced to asmall compass. In Gall 
Nuts there has not been much done, and prices are rather easier. Tobacco 
has been bought freely at about last month’s rates, and supplies continue 
to come steadily forward. Tea has been taken principally for the Ame- 
rican market and the prices paid have been irregular, and do not on the 
whole show any decline upon previous quotations. 

ExcHANGE.—On London we quote private paper 48. 5d. to 4s. 54d. per 
dollar, on Shanghai par, on Hong Kong drafts are at 1 per cent. discount . 
Bous 310 to 312 per $100. 

Freicuts.—To London £8 108.; to New York no vessel loading; to 
Shanghai $3.50 to $4 per ton; to Hong Kong $3 to $4.

HANKOW. 

The Hankow Chamber of Commerce has addressed a memo- 
rial to Sir Rutherford Alcock on the subject of a revision of the 
Tientain treaty. The following extracts will serve to show the 
views of the memorialists :— 

“Jt is with much concern that we have tocomment on the 
very unsatisfactory munuer in which foreign interests have becn 
cared for and protected. The Chinese authorities in the most 
glaring manner either evade just claims submitted to them, or 
where acknowledging*such, put every possible obstacle in the 
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way of their settlement ; and the foreign Consuls appear per- 
fectly powerless to obtain redress for those whom they repre- 
sent. There are cases on record where, even after the delay 
and expense of reference to Peking, the claims, there admitted, 
are still unsatisfied, and we may specially instance the Soon 
Yang claims, which have now been outstanding for more than 
two years anda-half. Your memorialists therefore pray that a 
special commission be appointed for the immediate scttlement 
of all outstanding ciaims, and that a similar commission should 
periodically visit the ports to adjudicate all unredressed griev- 
ances, 

“Viewing the vast increase in the foreign trade in China 
during the last ten years, and the prospect of its still further 
development we strongly advocate the reduction of all import 
and export duties to 24 per cent. ad valorem, such a concession 
being greatly to the advantage of both foreign and native 
trade, without any serious curtailment of the revenue as com- 
pared with that collected at the date of the Treaty of Tientsin. 

















We would particularly call your attention to the necessity of 
fixing a uniform duty on tea-dust, which at present, being con- 


sidered as tea, pays an excessive charge of above 50 per cent. 
of its value. 


“The numerous exactions‘and squeezes impesed by the local 
authorities on produce in transit next claim our attention. We 
would suggest that transit dues on all foreign and native produce 
and manufactures be fixed at one-half the tariff rate, and on 
payment thereof that certificates should be granted for cunvey- 
ance to any place. At present it is only possible to obtain such 
for foreign goods to certain marts, and those only within a very 


limited jurisdiction.”

China Herald :— 

Meetings of both companies of the fire brigade have been 
held for the purpose of electing officers for the ensuing year, 
and resulted in the election of Mr. Hayes as chief engineer, Mr. 


Groom as first assistant, and in a tie between Messrs. Lewis 


and Tucker for second assistant. 
We are glad to say that a scheme has been organised for the 


relief of Chinese poor, who suffer terribly from cold and ex- 
posure during the winter. There are, here as elsewhere, two 


classes of beggars—the lusty, idle vagabond, and the sickly, 


deformed unfortunate, who is incapable of work. The former 


deserves bambooing rather than relief, the latter as urgently 
needs food and shelter, which we are glad to say measures have 
been taken to provide. 

Some months ago a great agitation was got up about the 
thefts of wood from bridges on the Woosung-road, and the 
Taotai was induced to contribute largely towards their repair, 
and to threaten the villagers with every sort of punishment 
short of annihilation if the injury were repeated. We regret 
to hear that all this has been of no avail, and that the large 
bridge, near Woosung, has been again partially destroyed—so 
much so as to be unsafe for traffic. We do not attribute these 
depredations to the villagers, so much as to the scores of beg- 
gars who congregate at night in some of the villages, and spread 
by day over the country, They are much more likely to steal 
the wood than the pezsants, who know they will be squeezed 
to make good the loss. 

The barques Alcyone and Lady Love came into collision on 
the 27th, as they were coming up the river on the flood tide. 
The former lost jib-boom, foreyard, and fore-top-gallant mast, 
and left one of her bower auchors in the side of the Lady Love, 
which had to be beached to keep her from sinking. 

The following vessels have arrived during the fortnight, viz., 
Spindrift, Lahloo and Talbot from London ; Ocean Home, Ernst 
and Maria and Gloriosa from Cardiff; Lady Love from New- 
port, and Tavistock from Shiclds. The departures are Glenaros, 
Chanticleer and Harlav for London, and Virgilia for New York. 

As the last weck in December had been occupied with Christ- 
mas festivity, so the first in January bas been devoted to cele- 
brating the entrance of tho new year; and {we have little or 
nothing of interest to record. 

The lottery lately got up by the sisters of charity in aid of 
their orphan institution at Peking was won by ticket No. 154. 
The Shanghai General Hospital has reduced its charges for 
third-class patients from $2 to $1.50 per diem, and hopes that 


this endeavour to meet the wants of the poorer classes of 


patients will meet the success it deserves. 
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The road to the new cemetery is being planted with trees 








which, it may be hoped, will one day form a pleasant avenue. 
This proof that the cemetery has not been entirely forgotten is 
satisfactory, as it affords a remote prospect that it may, some 
day, be brought into use. In the meantime, the Chinese amuse 


themsclves by systematically pulling down a couple of walls 


built at either side of the road where it passes through a grave- 


yard. They probably see the road is not used, and infer that 
the walls are useless. 

The Supreme Court Gazette has the following :— 

“There are various rumours going about the settlement at 
the present time with regard to the political position which the 
forcign Powers at Peking are likely to assume in reference to 
the treaty revision, and one of no small importance is that 
France will in all probability take a bolder stand than the 
other Powers are disposed to adopt. ‘Ihe statement is that 
England and America will {go together, and will advocate as 
little change as possible; Prussia and France—more friendly 
in these parts than at home — will represent the pro- 
gressive and anti-Chinese school; while Russia will stand 
neutral, content to carry on her silent policy of aggrandisement 
and annexation in the North, without greatly caring about de- 
tailsin her treaty. Such is the rumour which has gained some 
currency in this settlement; and though, like all political 
rumours, it doubtless contains some particulars that are wrong, 
we believe there is nevertheless a grain, and a valuable grain, 
of truth at the bottom of it. ,,We do not place any great faith 
in the statement that France and Prussia are likely to go to- 
gether in opposing the views of the United States and England: 
but there is, no doubt, much reason to believe that France will 
take an independent stand with regard to her policy ; that she 
will claim her right to have her treaty with China revised ; will 
make her own propositions, and will not feel herself absolutely 
bound, however desirable such 8 course may be in an ordinary 
way, to shape her action in precise accordance with that of her. 
sister Treaty Powers.”

From the 
first she encountered very heavy westerly gales with a high sea, 
and had to run down to lat. 27.50 S. in hopes of meeting with 
better weather, but the gales continued almost without inter- 
mission until arrival at Yokohama, Jan. 3rd, 30 days from port 
to port. Left Yokohama on the 5th, at 5 p.m., and on the 8th, 
at 5 p.m., passed the P, and O. Co.’s steamer Cadis, which vessel 
had left Yokohama at 9 a.M. on the 5th, also bound for Hong 
Kong. Experienced strong SE. gales for the first two days after 
leaving Yokohama, and afterwards heavy gales from the N.W. 
with a high sea. Four deaths occurred among the Chinese 
passengers during the voyage, the bodies being embalmed and 
brought on to Hong Kong in the usual manner. 

We have received a copy of the report of the Hong Kong, 
Canton and Macaco Steamboat Company (Limited), to be laid 
before the shareholders next week . The following is an ex- 
tract from it :—“The acoounts are now laid before you, and 
show the working of the steamers. for the past six months.

It has already been hinted that the newly annexed provinces 
of Cochin China were in revolt against the French. By this 
mail we have a full confirmation of the fact. The Courrier de 
Saigon (the official paper) of 5th December, in its non-official 
columns, gives us an interesting account of the origin and pro- . 
gress of the insurrection. mn 

It would appear that the revolt was fomented by the sons of 
Phan-tan-giang, and that they signed the orders for uprising. It 
began on the 9th November at Huong-diem, when an unex- 
pected attack was made upon the French Resident, who was 
bivouacking on the market-place with his body guard of blue- 
jackets, and who, after a hand-to-hand fight, repulsed the rebels, 
his only casualty being two men wounded. a. 

Skirmishing continued almost daily between the rebel Anna- 
mites and the French outposts, always to the advantage of the 
latter, until the 3rd December, when they submitted. The in- 
surgents are said to have had more than 300 men killed and 
an unknown quantity wounded, while the French only had the. 
aforesaid two sailors slightly wounded ! 

The Courrier concludes by hoping that the Old Annamite © 
Party will now believe in their powerlessness, and that the 
population will learn .from the results of the “crisis” 
in the newly annexed provinces an effective and salutary 
lesson, and that they will no longer permit themselves to kick 
against their true interests. : og 

The salutary lesson does not, however, seqm to have been 
effective, as the Courrier de Saigon in its issue of the 20th 
December still reports. that outpost skirmishing is a daily affair, 
and regrets that men should be so misguided as to take up arms 
against their best friends,

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princes, abusing their authority, exact a third. The Dutch 
Government has re-established the impost of a fifth, but bas 
changed the mode of levying it. Every village is bound to 
plant a certain extent of land with coffee, which is taken by 
the Government below the market price, the ‘difference consti- 
tuting the tax. At the end of the year 1864 there were 
295,000,000 of coffee plants in Java, which produced 50,000 
tons of that article. The State paid for it 12.50 florins 
(21s. 3d.) per picul of 126 lbs. After the payment of freight 
and other expenses, the coffee is sold in Holland at an average 
price of 46.69 florins, which leaves a considerable profit. The 
crop of sugar yields 100,000 tons. The peasantry of Java 
enjoy a material welfare which would be envied by the same 
class in many European States. The colonial system followed 
by Holland since 1826 meets, however, in that country with 
many adversaries, who maintain that free labour, by stimulating 
individual activity, would give still more favourable results. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 
F Dates hence extend to the 22nd ultimo. The home mail of 
the 10th December arrived out on the 15th January, with Lon- 
don telegrams to the 30th January ; and the French mail of 
Dec. 17 arrived as the present mail was leaving. The following 
summary of intelligence is from the Straits Times :-— 

Little of any general interest has occurred in the colony 
during the past fortnight. We have tochronicle the completion 
and opening of our new Court-house on the 9th January, on 
which day our Acting Chief Justice Sir William Hackett, inaugu- 
rated in it our first Criminal Session for this year.. The new 
duildiog has rather an imposing look externally, and indeed is an 
ornament to the place, and does credit to its designer. The 
@olony has now good reason to be proud of its public buildings, 
for their size, appearance, and we believe, their general con- 
venience. There is only one drawback to the new Court-house. 
it is that the ‘arrangement of the ,Court-room is anything but 
calculated for the convenience of the public, in so far as that it 
is very nearly impossible to hear anything of the proceedings. 

The P. and O. Company’s new contract still furnishes matter 
of discussion. Sympathy is felt for the Penang community who 
have been treated so scurvily under the new arrangements. The 
merchants there are bestirring themselves, and are petitioning 
Parliament for redress from the (as they consider) iniquitous 
compact of the Post-office, whereby they, with an annual trade 
of five millions sterling, are suddenly, without warning, apology, 
or explanation, deprived of their direct postal communicatious 
with home. Whether there will be any arrangement made by 
Government or the P. and O. Company to connect Penang with 
this port by running 8 small steamer for the home mails, has 
not yet transpired. There_is some talk of a telegraph to Penang, 
but limited companies are not in better odour here just now 
than elsewhere. It is a promising project, however, and is sure 
of execution some of these days when people have recovered 
from their fright at all speculation. | 

The subject of the adulteration of gambier is at last forcing 
itself on the attention of our merchants—and not a bit too 
soon. There is every reason to believe that the late fall in the 
price of this article at home has been mainly brought on by 
the inferior quality shipped during the last year or two. We 
have only. to make adulteration criminal in order to get this 
product, the peculiar staple export of the Settlements, in its 
pristine purity of former days. The Chamber of Commerce, 
we believe, has, the subject under serious consideration. 

The Coldstream, Captain Ponsonby, has arrived with our 
artillery relief. She has made rather a long passage, her latest 
home dates being the 23rd August last. The Hon. Colonel 
Macpherson, our Colonial Secretary, leaves for home on a fur- 
lough of eighteen months, and carries with him the best wishes 
of the community. 

His Excellency the Governor has appointed Captain Playfair, 
MLS.C., to be Acting Commissioner of the Court of Requests, 
Singapore, vice Captain Ord, ordered to proceed to Malacca to 
assume the duties of Police Magistrate and Commissioner of the 
Court of Requests at that settlement. 

Jose d’Almeida, Esq., Consul for Brazil at Singapore, resumed 
charge of his office on the 31st Dec. 

‘We-are always glad to place on record acts of private munifi- 
cence which conduce to the public welfare, and it is with plea- 
sure we learn that Tan Kee Soon, one of our Chinese residents, 
has handed to the Commissioner of Police the sum of five hun- 
dred dollars for the benefit of the Pauper Hospital. 
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PENANG. 

The community at this port is by no means reconciled to the 
impending change in the mail service. The Penang Gaxtte 
says : “ The me:ubers of the Penang Chamber of Commerce have 
decided upon petitioning Parliament with regard to the new 
contract entered into by the Postmastet-General and the P. and 
O. Company for the transmission of mails to China’ The 
powerful Oriental Company would seem to have had their own 
way in the matter, and to have been permitted, by him whose 
bounden duty it is to see that Her Majesty’s mail should be regu- 
larly and faithfully distributed in all Her Majeaty’s dominions, to 
ignore the existence of the oldest of the Straits Settlements,’ 
and not the least of Britain’s colonies. With the P. and O. 
Company it is simply a matter of dollars and cents. It is not 
that they lose money by their steamers calling at Penang, but’ 
they do not gain more, as they reckon they will do by passing 
us {[by. The fact is that the French mail steamers by not 
calling at Penang get more paying China freight than the P. 
and O. Company ; of this they are jealous, and they have in- 
sisted in their new contract that their steamers should not 
touch at our port. We cannot blame the P. and O. Com- 
pany if they should get their contract accepted with such as 
proviso ; but we must blame the Postmaster-General for sub-- 
scribing to such terms. 

“It was rumoured that his Excellency the Governor would 
leave Penang for Singapore tewards the end of January, return- 
ing after a short stay there, as his presence is necessary to bring 
some importaut matter before the. Legislative Couucil, concern- 
ing, we believe, the police force of the settlement. ‘Ihat body 
is at present in a somewhat anomalous position, floating between 
the Colonial Government and the Municipal. Commissioners, and 
recognised by neither. | Most probably his Excellency is anxious 
that this state of affairs should cease as speedily as possible, 
and that he goes down to introduce a Bill for the reorganisation 
of the Straits police foree—a Bill which, we hope, will bring 
about some improvement in the efficiency of that body which 
ought to be so useful.” oy

CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 

YoronamMa.—For almost all classes of goods lower rates have been es- 
tablished, and this having brought dealers forward, settlements are on 
somewhat a larger scale than those of the previous fortnight, still the 
market shows little activity, and the great fallin the value of dollars seems 
to have had scarcely any effect. Grey Shirtings are fallen from 20 to 
26 cents per piece, and in Yarn a further decline of $3 to €4 per picul has 
to be noted. Figured Orleans and Plain Lustrea are also much lower. 
Nearly all other goods nominal. Deliveries are on a large scale, which is 
to be attributed to their including the re-export of goods to Hivgo and 
Osaka. (uotations:—G. E. Grey Shirtings: 7 lbs., 384 yds., 39 in., 
¢3 to 8.10 per piece; 8 lbs. 4 to 8 lbs., 8 do., $3.30 to 3.40; 9 lbs., do. 44 
in., $3.90 to 4. G. E. White Shirtings:—56 to 60 reed, 40 vds. 36 in., 
$3.30 to 3.60 ; 64 to 72 reed, do., $8.70 to 4.10. T-Cloths :—6 Ibs. to 7 Ibs, 
2.60 to 2.90. Cotton Yarn:—WNos. 16 to 24, $50 to 52 per picul; 28 to 
32, $63 to 64; 38 to 42, $55 to 57. 

SHANGHAI.—Grey Shirtings : Transactions have been on a limited scale, 
and prices show a further fall. The increase of stocks by arrivals from 
England has weakened holders, and rendered Chinese dealers very 
cautions. Prices for 8} Ibs. Cloth have ranged very irregularly, ordinary 
chops having been placed at Tls. 2.18 per piece, while Lest Eagles found 
buyers at Tis. 2.28 per piece. 7 Ibs. govds are reported as seld at Tls. 
1.90 to 1.98 per piece. 9/10 to 9.12 Ibs. Cloth very dull of sale, and 
lower in value. T-Cloths: 6 and 7 lbs. show a decline, and the inquiry is 
limited. 8 lbs. have also receded in value, but a fair demand exists at quota- 
tions. White Shirtings: Several sales of favourite chops are quoted at last 
rates, but as stocks in first hands are small, and supplies on the way 
moderate, some holders look for an advance after the holidays. In Dyed 
and Fancy Goods the business done has been very small, and prices show 
no material change. Woollens: Are dull at last rates, and diflicult of sale. 
Metals—Nail Rod Iron: Some addition having been made to stocks, rates 
are, perhaps, the turn in favour of buyers, quotations are—Nail Rod, Tle. 
8.10; Hoop, Tls. 2.653 Flat and Round, Tis, 2.75 to 2.80; Lead, Tls. 
5.30 to 5.35. Coals: The arrivals have brought 757 tens English, and 
860 tons Welsh. The market being well supplied, these cargoes will 
doubtless have to be landed. There is no activity in this article. Quota- 
tions—Grey Shirtings: 7 Ibs. $1.9 to 1.9.7 per picul; &} to 8$ Ibs., 
$2.1.8 to 2.2.8; 9tu UF Ibs., $2.5 to 2.7. White Shirtings: 56 Reed, 
2.1.8 to 2.2.5 per picul; GU Reed, $2.3 to 2.5.5; G4 Reed, €2.3.5 to 2.4; 
66 Reed, 32.4.5 to 2.7. T-Cloths: 6 to 7 Ibs, 1.4 to 1.9.5 per picul ; 
8 to 8.4 Ibs., $2.2 to 2.7. 

Hone Koxc.—Thcre has been no inerease in the bulk of business 
transacted, the native demand for all descriptions of merchandise being 
still restricted to supplying actual requirements. There has been some 
slizht speculative inquiry for Piece Goods on the part of foreigners, but 
the effect which mizht have been produced ;thercby has been partially 
negativcd by the action of some of the German houses, which have been 
willing seilers, while other importers have held out for higher rates. Some 
descriptions of Piece Gocds show an improvement in value, and after the 
Native holidays we look for increased activity and a general advance in 
value. Raw Cotton: Inquiry has been very moderate, but there has been no 
decline in value of any deszription, while Bombay staple shows an ad- 
vance cf 75 cents to a dullar per picul, and fine Bengal is somewhat firmer. 
This improvement is owing to the falling off of receipts from India, and 
the Cecreasing stock of Bombay staple, this market having been reacted 
upon by the prices ruling at Canton. Some considerable parcels have been 
Shipped tothe coast ports. Yarn: The Amoy and Chinchew markets 
having becn supplied by direct receipts from England at the former port, 
di mand at this has been almost nil and a decline of ¢5 per bale must be 
qu-ted. Cotton Goods: A portion of the sales reported bave been made 
to foreigners, natives still buying only to meet their actual requirements, 
but tl.ere are indications of alarger demand after the holidays, dealers carry- 
ing no stock whatever, and supplies in the interior being unusually light. 
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The paucity of stocks of Grey Shirtings, and the small supplies on the way 
have enabled importers to force prices up about 5 cents per piece, and this in 
the face of the dulness usually prevalent at this season. White Shirtings 
and Fancy Cottons have also improved, but T-Cloths are again lower, 
stocks being comparatively large, and some holders willing sellers. No- 
thing has been done in English Drills, or American Manufactures, and 
prices are nominally five cents lower, to assimilate more nearly those of 
other Cotton Goods. Woollens: Transactions have been very trifling, but 
former quotations are fully maintained. Metals: A good business has 
been done in Nail-rod Iron, but at lower prices, dealers being unwilling to 
purchase further at former rates, and importers deeming to advisable to 
make the required concessions, a fair quantity being on the way out. Bar 
Iron, too, is lower, but Hoop remains very firm. Lead is easier. Tin 
wanted at former rates. Quicksilver is still out of stock. Spelter has 
been depressed by the arrival of supplies. Cval: There have been no 
sales, the arrivals since our last having all been consigned to consumers. 
English is dearer, and Welsh very firmly held, but Sydney has declined large 
parcels being shortly expected. One cargo of Anthracite is on the market, 
but no offers likely to be accepted have yet been made for it. Cuota- 
tions :—Cotton Yarn, per picul, No. 16 to 24,%140 to 150; No. 28 to 
32, $160 to 165; No. 38 to 42, $165 to 170; Shirtings, grey, 7 Ibs.

CHINA AND JAPAN EXYVORTS. 


TEA, 

YoKoHAMA.—A fairly active demand has existed at slightly weaker 
prices. The teamen are still anxious to realise, wishing to clear their 
stocks before the Japanese New Year, but are unwilling to make any great 
concession in prices, on account of the enhanced value of Bous. Settle- 
ments consist principally of medium to fine qualities, with some small lots 
of common, and are computed to be about 4,UU0 picals, mostly for the 
London market. Arrivals are rather smaller, owing to unfavcurable 
weather, and may be estimated at 4,000 piculs. Stocks remain without 
change, 4,000 piculs. Quotations are as follows :— Common, $19 per pical ; 
Good Common, $20 to 22 ; Medium, $23 to 26; Good Medium, $27 to 29; 
Fine, $30 to 32; Finest, $33 to 36; Choice, $57 to 40. 

SHANGHAI.— Black: An inconsiderable business has been transacted 
since the departure of the mail, at prices fully up to those previously cur- 
rent. The unsold stock which is not large, is heid with great firmness for 
very full rates. Arrivals from the river ports have been small, as they 
are likely to continue for the remaining portion of the season. Settle- 
ments for the fortnight 2,7C@ chests. Quotativus: Duty paid, Ex- 
change fur Credits, at 63. 04d. per tael, and Freight £3 per ton:— 
Common Oonan, 1s. (4d. to 1s. Ufjd.; Fair Ninjzchow, 1s. Odd. to 1s. 2d. 
Green: A fair business has been transacted on both American and English 
account. Finest descriptions have been in good request at fully previous 
prices, and common kinds have been in some demand at former rates. A 
few chops of Pingsuey have been bought to England. The export to 
both America and England still shows a large excess. The following 
prices have been given:—Moyune and Teenkai, Tls. 314 to 44; Fychow, 
Tls. 27 to 29; Ping-uey, Tla. 314 to 334; Sbangbai-packed, Tis. 29. 
Settlements for the fortnight, 19,500 half-chests. 

Haxkow.—Only one chop has been purchased being a parcel of Oonam 
Tea, at ‘Ils. 12.3.0. per picul. There is no new cr interesting feature in 
the market. Quotations were Oopucks, medium to govud, nominal. Oonams, 
common, ‘Tls. 12.3.0. 

KivkiaAnG.—Llack Teas: Only two purchases have becn made, one a 
parcel of Ningchows at Tls, 14.5.0. and the other a Kiukiang- packed Tea 
at Tls. 13.5.0. Supplics were coming down from the country very slowly. 
Quotations were—Ningchows, fair, Tls. 14.5.0. Hobows, common to fair, 
nominal. Green Teas: Two chops of common Movune Tea have been 
bought at Tls. 26.2.5 tu Tis. 27. The arrivals from the country consist of 
2,483 packages, which were being prepared for shipment to Shanghai. 

Foocuow.—Conyou: Since last mail heavy settlements have been made 
by one or two houses, at an advance of 1 to 14 taels, and the market was 
almost bare of stock. Ten thousand chests more were expected from the 
interior, but owing to the very low state of the river these would probably 
not arrive down until after China New Year. Oolong: Large purchases 
have been made in these, at tls. 16.5 to 17 short, for fair cargo, showirg a 
drop of 2 taels on previous rates, But, in face of the heavy export, we do 
not consider this a safe business. (Quotations at Exchange 4s. 4d. and 
freight £3 10s. were—Congou, 54d. to 1s. 2J.; Common Souchong, 
Is, td. tu 1s. Ofd.; Ovlong, inferior, 112d.; fair to good, 1s. 1d. to 
Is. 24d. 3; superior, 1s. SJd. to 1s. Gd.; scented common, 1s. 24d. 

CanTon.—A fair demand has existed for Canton-made teas at about 
previous prices for most kinds. Of the finer grades of Scented Orange 
Pekve few parcels remain, and for these higher prices have been asked. 
Country Congous have attracted sume attention, and offers have been 
made which until recently would have been regarded as very full. Holders, 
however, do not yet seem willing to sell, but continue generally to name 
prices considerably above home currencies. Stock 17 chops equal to 7,365 
chests. Settlements for the interval are reported as under :—Scented 
Orange Vekve, 5,000 boxes at 15 to 28 taels; do, Capers, 4,000 do. at 15 
to 27 taels ; District Congou, 1,100, do. at 20 to 21 taels; Gunpowder, 
7,000 do. at 12 to 26; Young Hyson, 600 do. at 174 taels. 

SILK. 

YoxounamMa.—The largest business during any fortnight of the season 
has been done for the out-going mail, buyers apparently considering that 
the markets at home, so long depressed, had at last taken an upward turn, 
and wishing to take advantage of the comparatively lower rates ruling. 
The market has been raised $20 to $30 per picul, und we have to quote 
the finest of each kind as nominal. Settlements have been over 
«U0 piculs, mostly medium hanks, and stocks were reduced to a 
little over 500 piculs. Some of the shipments by the steamer were 
on native account. Very little hes been done in waste or cocoons. 
The quotations laid down in London at 4s. 5d. exchange were :—My- 
bash and Sinchy: Extra, 31s.

SuancuAt—Mr. Holdsworth's Circular dated 7th January is as follows : 
—“ The business transacted in our Silk market during the past fortnight 
has been limited, as compared with the settlements made for the previous 
mail, the transactions being estimated at about 1,200 bales, chiefly com- 
posed of Hainings an the lower description of Tsatlees. A large portion 
of the settlements have .been in barter against imports; hence 
prices have been very irregular, in some cases an advance having 
been paid, while on the other hand, some parcels of silk have been 
purchased at about, or slightly under last mail’s rates. Consequent 
upon the near approach of Chinese New Year settling day, several holders 
of Silk, being pressed for money to meet their engagements, became an- 
xions to realise their stocks even at a reduction on current rates, causing 
the market to closo weak at the quotations given below. The arrivals 
from the interior having been on about the same scale as the settlements, 
our unsold stock remains unchanged, estimated at barely 2,000 bales, 
amongst which there are but a few parcels of true classic Silks, the ma- 
jority being mixed with second crop Silk and undesirable. Pricesall charges 
paid to England at Exchange 6s. per tael:—Tsatlee, Chop No. 2, 28s. to 
28s.

Canton.— During the early part of the fortnight there was no demand 
for silk of any description, but since the arrival of the English mail, with 
& more satisfactory report from the London market, offers have been made 
for considerable portions of the remaining stock ; 200 bales Tsatlees was, 
however, the only lot settled. Holders were quite firm, preferring to hold 
their goods until after the annual festivities. Stocks of finer grades were 
much reduced, and any increased demand would immediately advance rates.

H.M. Treasury Bills at 30 days’ sight were as 
usual competed for by public tenders and. sold at 4s. 23d. to 4s. 24d. to 
the extent of about £80,000. The estimated amount of business by the 
present opportunity, exclusive of Treasury bills, embraces £350,000, say 
£150,000 Bank paper, and 200,000 Private bills, and 11 lahks Rupees. 

Bulkion.—Since the departure of last mail the steamer Great Republie 
has arrived from San Francisco bringing treasure to the value of $1,300,000 
of which about $650,000 is for this port and the remainder for Japan and 
Shanghai. Of the quantity for Hong Kong about $200,000 worth is Bar 
Silver. Sales of this have been effected at 11} per cent. premium, which 
is the present rate. There is no sycee on the market, andthe nominal 
value remains 9} per |cent. premium. Only a limited business has been 
doing in gold bar and leaf. 

Shares.—There has been very little doing in the Share Market during 
the past fortnight. Old Bank are very firm at 8 per cent. premium, while 
new are rather weak, there being small sellers at ? per cent. premium, and 
some hundreds for sale at 1 per cent. premium. <A few Union Dock bave 
been placed, but there are further buyers. A small lot of Hotel were 
placed at 55 per cent. discount, and there are sellers at 50. Hong Kong 
and Whampoa Dock are in good demand, but there are nove on the 
market. Steamboat sbares are weak, and likely to decline farther.

Damxy Mam CommuNICATION wiTH IxpIa.—At a meeting of the 
Society of Arts held yesterday evening, Mr.. Hyde Clark, D.C.L., read a 
paper on the subject of ‘Daily Mail communication with India.” The 
author advocated the adoption of the Euphrates Valley route via Constan- 
tinople, Aleppo, Baghdad and Bussorah in preference to any other, and 
‘went into the subject of the completion of a railway system through the 
valley, by which he stated Bombay could be reached in 12 and Calcutta 
in 16 days. The estimated cost of the necessary works to complete the 
line of route would be $20,000,000. At the conclusion of the reading 
several gentlemen, including the chairman, Colonel Sykes, offered remarks 
upon the subject, and while acknowledging the advantages of the route 
expressed doubts as to whether sufficient capital could be raised for the 
purpose of completing the works. A vote of thanks to Mr. Clark ter- 
minated the proceedings.

Mr. Laurence Ovrpxant.—The Scotsman of the 25th says :—“ Mr. 
Oliphant is about formally to announce his intention not to offer himself 
again for the representation of the Stirling Burghs—the cause of his retire- 
ment being, we are sorry to say. bad health. Mr. Oliphant, who has been 
for some time on a tour in the United States, found himself unable to be 
present at the re-assembling of Parliament, and has been advised by his 
physicians that any attempt at present to resume his Parliamentary duties 
would be highly dangerous. He has therefore resolved to pair off until 
the dissolution, and to announce at once that he will not seek re-election.” 

Morper anpD Svicipg sy a Cnuinese.—The foreman of the Con- 
solidated Copper Mines, near Santiago de Cuba, an Englishman or an 
American, named Edward Andrews, was killed lately by one of the China- 
men working there. It seems that Mr. Andrews ordered the Chinaman 
to be thrown into gaol, when the revengeful Mongol drew a knife and 
stabbed Andrews in the right lung, killing him instantly. The Chinaman 
subsequently committed suicide, by jumping into the shaft of the mine, 
at the bottom of which he was found mashed to a jelly. 

THE ScCREW-STEAMER COLUMBINE.—This steamer built for China and 
Japan, has just been despatched for Annesley Bay with stores and sundries 
for the Abyssinian Expedition. The Columbine, Captain Lobneitz, is a 
very handsome composite steamer of 810 gross register tonnage, the first 
of two steamers for the China and Japan trade, contracted for jointly by 
Messrs. Charles Connell and Co., shipbuilders, and Messrs. James Howden 
and Co., engineers. The engines are of 100 nominal horse power, with 
surface condensers, variable expansion valves, and every modern improved 
ment. ; 

Launcu.—On the 10th of February, from the yard of Elias Cox, at 
Bridport, a clipper barque of 950 tons burden, purchased by Messrs. 
James Shepherd and Co., of London, and intended for the China trade. 
She was named Rollo, by Mrs. Cox. 

Tur Brinpist Route.—The Florence correspondent of The Times gives 
@ very unfavourable account of the present working of this route. He 
says :—‘ The opening of the Mont Cenis tunnel and of the Suez Canal 
are two events Italians naturally look forward to with the strongest in- 
terest, as likely to be highly beneficial to their country, through which lies 
the direct route from one to the other of those marvels of engineering 
skill and perseverance. Besides the pecuniary gain to the country, it will 
increase its importance to become part of the high road between Europe 
and the Indies, and the indispensable rapidity and punctuality that must 
be used will be of guod example to Italian railway administrations and to 
the people in general. We cannot doubt that the Government and railway 
authorities are desirous to do all in their power to accelerate the end pro- 
posed, and that they will welcome information as to points where reform 
is practicable and vigilance needed. The Custom-house at Susa may be 
particularly pointed out to them. When writing from Turin early in last 
October I commented on the proceedings there—on the insufficient accom- 
modation, the unnecessary amount of scrutiny, the vexatious delays which 
for the most part rendered the promises of railway companies and Jfes- 
sageries as to the time of arrival in Tarin entirely illusory. Since then 
things seem to have got worse instead of better, and a flagrant instance of 
abuse and mismanagement has just come to my knowledge. Early on 
Tharsday morning, the 6th inst., an English officer, the Marquis of Bland- 
ford, proceeding to India by way of Brindisi, and having no time to lose 
in order to catch the boat thence to Alexandria, arrived at Susa from 
Paris. Starting on so distant an expedition he naturally had a good deal 
of baggage, but it was all addressed to Calcutta, and his passport set forth 
his military profession and destination, Moreover, he was travelling in 

‘company with’ a Queen's messenger, Captain Robbins, who has been 
through Susa many scores of times, who must be perfectly known to all 
the officials there, and whose assurance that his companion was going 

‘right through, to embark at Brindisi, ought to have had the weight neces- 

to secare his passage without molestation from Custom-bouse 

- searchers. Instead of that all representations were disregarded. Lord 

Blandford'’s trunks and cases, the most of which were not intended to be 

opened before arrival in India, were undone and ransacked, duty was levied 
on various articles, including two guns, and no sort of certificate could be 
obtained whereby to obtain restitution on embarkation at Brindisi of the 
money he had been unjustly compelled to pay at Susa. So protracted 
were the proceedings of the pedantic and unintelligent officials that the 
whole of the three hours’ pause at Susa was consumed by them, and Lord 

Blandford narrowly escaped missing the train, and, consequently, the boat 

from Brindisi, by abandoning all remonstrance, and paying everything 
they thought fit to charge, leaving Susa without having had time even for 
such refreshment as is obtainable at that wretched place, and reaching 

Turin at 7 a.M., jast in time to catch the train to Bologna. His report of 

the amenities of the Italian dogana and of the advantages of the Trans- 

Alpine route to India is not likely to encourage other English officers to 

adopt it until a better system shall have been inaugurated.” 

Forgicn-orrice Acents.—Mr. T. B. Potter has asked some questions 
fn the House of Commons about the Foreign-office ‘‘ agents.” He de- 
sired to know exactly how much they have received as “agents” 
during the last five vears, by whom they have been paid, and whether it is 
true that the ‘agencies ” are actually to be abolished. The five agents 
are all senior clerks, who are very well paid by Government, and whose 
regular duties might be supposed to be arduous. The payments to agents 
are, we believe, 1 per cent. on diplomatic sa!aries and outfits, and ten 

guineas a year for every consul. The five agents are said to receive amon 
them about £4,000 a year. In return for this addition to their officia 
incomes they receive and pay over their clients’ salaries, and perform 
friendly offices for them, both connected with business and of a private 
character. But the Foreign-office should itself provide for the receipt hy 
diplomatic and consular servants abroad of their salaries and correspond- 
ence without tax; and as for private offices, such as Mr. Alston enume- 
rates in his lively evidence, gentlemen abroad are quite entitled to ask for 
them from these well-paid ‘‘ agents,’ but if there were no agents to pay, 
they would probably get them done by friends and relatives for nothing. 
Mr. Alston bad been asked by different clients to send out to them Red- 
house’s Turkish Dictionary, the Shipping Gazette, two dozen pairs of 
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dog-skin gloves, ten shillings’ worth of postage stampe, and Lloyd's Weekly 
News. Mr. Bernal, a consul, wrote to his agent, asking him to get a pre- 
scription made up for him. Can it be necessary or proper to keep up the 
agency system for such trumpery? Mr. Hammond mentioned to the 
Diplomatic Service Committee of 1861 that the’Duke of Wellington, 
when he was Ambassador at Paris, refused to have one, and the Under 
Secretary volunteered to receive and pay over the Duke's allowances, and 
see that his letters were forwarded, and, says Mr. Hammond, “ it was very 
good natured in him to do so.” There are many poor consuls to whom 
ten guineas a year is an object; but they may perhaps fear that, if the 
refused to have agents, they would not find the Under Secretary so sad 
natured. The Ambassador at Paris has to pay £100 a year, and the Am- 
bassador at Constantinople £90 a year, under this system—one per cent. 
on their salaries, These sums would go some way towards paying private. 
secretaries, which the Foreign-office ae not allow to ambassadors and 
ministers, unless they choose to pay them out of their own pockets, though 
all governors are provided with this assistance at the public charge. It 
might, perhaps, be worth while for Mr. Potter to ask further under what 
circumstances agencies have been handed over from one official to another, 
and whether anything in the nature of a sale of ‘goodwill ” has occurred. 
As far as public interests are concerned the vice of the agency system lies 
in the private /iaisons which are apt to be formed thereby to the prejudice 
of the service. I fit is not proper for an Assistant Under Secretary to be 
an “ agent,” it cannot be proper for the Secretary of State’s private secre- 
tary, who may have much influence on patronage, or for the chief clerk, 
who superintends all the finances of the office, or for head clerks of de- 
partments, to act as “agents,” and place themselves in private relations of 
pecuniary profit with members of the service, which, as long as human 
nature is human nature, must have a prejudicial effect on impartiality. 

Tue Civic Vistr to Ecypr.—Advices from Cairo state that Sir 
Thomas Gabriel, Sir Sydney Waterlow, and their ladies, accompanied by 
Mr. Deputy Virtue, reached Alexandria on the 27th of January, all well, 
having experienced a very pleasant, although rather stormy, passage from 
Marseilles. The British Consul-General came on board the steamer imme- 
diately on its arrival in the harbour, and kindly placed one of the Viceroy's 
State launches at the disposal of the party, and in charge of his own drago- 
map. Having visited Pompey’s Pillar, Cleopatra’s Needle, and the other 
sights of Alexandria, our friends departed the next day for Cairo. Sines 
their arrival in this ancient and most interesting capital they have received 
every possible mark of attention. On the 30th of January they were 
entertained at an official dinner at the British Consulate. Zeki Bey, the 
Chamberlain of the Viceroy, attended them the day after their arrival, 
intimating the Pasha’s desire to afforil them every possible facility for 
visiting the varions antiquities. The 8lst of January was devoted to a 
visit to the Pyramids and the tombs in the vicinity. On the 1st of 
February the gentlemen were received by the Viceroy at the Palace of 
Ghizeh. On the 8rd the ladies were received by the Princess, the mother 
of the Viceroy, and the ladies of the harem. On the 6th of February 
the whole party left Cairo fora trip up the Nile to Thebes, Luxor, and 
the First Cataract, the Viceroy having most generously placed one of his 
steamers at their entire disposal, fully equipped with every luxary for 
30 days; they do not, however, expect to be absent from Cairo more than 
20 days. 

Tar Exoisn Encrveers mx Eorpt.—A namber of English railway 
engineers left this country for Egypt about the middle of May,;"1866, 
having been engaged by the Viceroy’s Government for three years, at the 
rate of £20 a month for the first year, £22 for the second, and £24 for 
the third, with overtime in proportion, and a free house, or in lieu £4 a 
month. The engineers had been only a short time in Egypt when they 
found a cause of complaint in their overtime not being paid in terms ‘of 
their contract, and further in being left to provide lodgings at their own 
expense. They accordingly objected to this infringement of their engage- 
ment, and no attention being given to their remonstrances, they took the 
step of formally intimating to those in authority, that unless their grievances 
were redressed, they should leave the employment of the Viceroy. They 
did so on the 20th of April, 1867. They then applied to the British 
Consul at Cairo, and on his representations a commission was appointed 
to inquire into the whole affair, which set for eleven weeks, and reported 
in favour of the men’s claims. Still no redress was given by the Egyptian 
Government. Our Consul, at Cairo, however, paid the men their overtime 
and lodging money, and shipped them free back to Britain. On arriving 
in this country, a number of them, who had procured employment in 
Edinburgh, immediately entrusted their business to Mr. D. F. Bridgeford, 
S.S.C., who proceeded to London and laid the proceedings before the 
Foreign-office. On returning to Edinburgh Mr. Bridgeford sought and 
obtained for his clients an interview with the Lord Advocate, which seems 
to have been decisive of the matter ; for on the 10th instant a communica- 
tion was received by Mr. Bridgeford from the Foreign-office, the effect of 
which is that the Egyptian Government agree to pay the men the sum 
due for the period they remained in Egypt while the commission sat, about 
eleven weeks, and also a further indemnity of three months’ salary, in all 
something more than £100. 

M. Magne, the Minister of Finance, has submitted’to the Council of 
State the draft of a Bill authorising the Suez Canal Company to add lot- 
tery drawings to their loan of one million francs, the prizes to exceed each 
year one per cent. of the borrowed capital. .

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NAVAL AND MILITARY. 


The Magpie, first-class screw gun vessel for China, was launched from 
No. 2 building-slip of Portsmouth dockyard on the 12th. The vessel was 
named, with the usual ceremony of breaking a bottle of wine on her stem, 
by Miss Wellesley, eldest daughter of Rear- Admiral Superintendent G. G. 
Wellesley, C.B. The Magpie is one of eleven vessels, all alike in dimen- 
sions, construction, and propelling power, and now completing in their 
build and outfit in the several Government dockyards and provided for in 
the Naval Estimates for the financial year now drawing near its close. 
They are built of wood, carry no armour-plating, and average 665 tons 
Measurement. Their other dimensions are:—Length between perpen- 
diculars, 170 ft.; extreme breadth, 29 ft.; depth in hold, 12 ft. 5 in. 
Their propelling power consists each of a pair of three-bladed twin screws, 
driven by two sets of engines having a combined nominal power of 160-horse. 
The engines for the Magpie have been manufactured for the Admiralty by 
Messrs. Summers and Day, of Southampton. The accommodation for 
the officers and crew on board these vessels is ample, and the ventilation is 
also very good. As regards speed, too, they have not by any means been 
neglected, as they will average upwards of 11°5 knots under full speed. 
They are altogether very fit for the purpose for which they are supposed to 
be intended—the suppression of piracy in the Chinese and Japanese seas ; but 
fer fighting purposes in any other part of the world they would probably be 
uscless. There is no reason, therefore, why they should not be sent out as 
fast as they can be completed. 

The Bullfincb, another twin screw gun-vessel for China and sister ship 
to the Magpie, has been launched at Sneerness. The engines of the ship 
carry three guns—one 64-ton, and (wo 40-pounder guns, all made so as 
were made by Messrs. Rennie and Co., of London, and are of 160-horse 
power, nominal, driving two propellers of the Mangin pattern. She will 
to act as broadside guns. Miss M. Hall, daughter of Captain W. K. Tall, 
C. B., superintendent of Sheerness Dockyard, broke the usual bottle of 
wine and wished success to the Bullfinch. A mallet aod chisel having 
been handed to Miss Hall, the rope detaining the vessel was severed, and 
the Bulitinch slowly left her housing for the great basin, where she will 
be refitted with all possible despatch. A great number of naval and mili- 
tary officers and ladies were present. The keel and framework of acother 
vesscl of the same dimensions as the Bullfinch have been prepared, and 
the ship will be got on with at once. 

An Admiralty order, received at Chatham dockyard, directs preparations 
to be forthwith made for the construction at that establishment of another 
powerful armour-clad war ship of the Hercules class, in the large dock from 
which the Hercules was recently floated out. The instructions accompany- 
ing the order state that the new vessel—the name of which is not an- 
nouuced—will be in all respects the same as the Hercules below the water 
line, and that the ironwork for the keel of the new ship is to be immediately 
commenced. Cunsequent on this order the extra mechanics taken on 
some time since in the smithery department will be retained in the yard 
instead of being discharged. 

The news from our Australian squadron is not satisfactory. There have 
been several courts-martial, and the Lords of the Admiralty will perhaps 
feel disposed to think that the sentences have not been sufficiently severe 
to give salutary examples. The relations between the commodore on the 
Australian station and the captain of the Galatea (for in that light must 
we regard his Royal Highness the Duke of Edinburgh) have not been con- 
ducted in the manner we could wish during the time that the Galatea has 
been within the bounds of Captain Lambert’s command. The senior 
officer on one occasion communicated to his junior the orders he had re- 
ceived from the Admiralty, and the latter, by way of answer, replied by 
telegraph that he had later orders in his possession which rendered him in- 
dependent, and much more to the same effect. If his Royal Highness is 
in charge of the property of the public, merely for his own gratification 
or for State reasons, the fact should have been intimated to the command. 
ing Otlicers on the different stations which be has visited, and is about to 
visit, 80 that no contretemps should have been permitted to exist; but if 
he is visiting different quarters of Her Majesty’s dominions as a captain of 
the Royal Navy, he should be prepared to act as any other officer of his 
rank would on meeting with a superior. 

We regret to hear that the last mail from Jamaica brought home unsatis- 
factory accounts of the health of that distinguised Arctic voyager Com- 
modore Sir F. Leopold M‘Clintock. Sir Leopold has had his broad pendant 
flying at Port Royal since the autumn of 1865, and now feels that he re- 
quires a change. He has, consequently, asked the Admiralty to relieve 
him from the post which he has held under very trying circumstances. 
Club rumour states that Captain Sherard Osborn, C.B., may succeed his 
old friend and brother explorer if ha would only intimate bis wish to the 
authorities, but, as the station is not likely just yet to show any signs of 
animation, it is not probable that so gallant and active an officer as Captain 
Osborn undoubtedly is would be content to take command of the Aboukir, 
which, if noi already grounded on her beef bones, is hemmed in by the 
shells of defunct land crabs, 

Five gunboats for the French Government have just been launched in 
the private vards of La Seyne; they are armour-plated, and will carry 
one large and three small guns. ‘Ihe idea is that they are intended 
for distant foreign stations, probably Cochin China. 





Batt on Boarp THE “Lorp CiypE.”—-A Naples correspondent, 
Writing on the 15th, saya, “ A pretly fete was given yesterday on board the 
Lord Clyde, by the captain, Roderick Dew, to the English residents. 
Boats were in waiting at the ‘Immacolatella,’ at two o'clock, and from 
that hour till six o’clock dancing was kept up with great spirit. An im- 
provised ball-room on board a ship of war is always an attractive scene 
and that which the quarter-deck of one of our fine ironclads presented was 
peculiarly so. This part of the vessel was covered over with awning and 
decorated with fags which reminded one of the dear old country and of 
i's power to protect all British subjects in foreign lands. The guests were 
in number about 60 or 70, whose enjoyment of the dance and the hospi- 
tality of the captain was not in the slightest degree diminished even by a 
heavy shower of rain. The Lord Clyde leaves for Malta to-day at two 
o'clock, after a visit of ten days.” 
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COURT OF QUEEN'S BENCH. 


Jongs v. Jusr.—This was a case of considerable commercial impor- 
tanee, raising the question whether on the sale of a commodity whieh the 
bayer has no opportunity of inspecting and judging of, there is an implied 
warranty or undertaking on the part of the seller that it is reasonably 
merchantable or saleable by the description under which it is sold. The 
question arvuse upon the following state of facts :—The plaintiffs, merchants 
in this country, through the intervention of brokers, entered into a contract 
with the defendants for the purchase of a quantity of ‘Manila hemp,” 
to arrive by a certain ship from Singapore. The price was a fair price— 
£89 per ton; but when the hemp arrived it was found to be in seach a 
state as to show that it had been—probably in the course of the voyage 
from Manila to Singapore—shipwrecked, and wetted by sea water, and 
then dried and repacked, and afterwards re-shipped at Singapore. It ap- 
peared that Manila hemp is divided into several kinds or qualities, and 
that the hemp in question, if it had been in good condition, would hawe 
been of fair current quality. It was not so far damaged as to lose the 
character of hemp, and, being sold by auction, it fetched 75 per cent. of 
the contract price which similar hemp, not damaged, would have 
realised; and, as the market price had risen, this was not very 
much lower than the contract price. On the other hand, the buyer 
the plaintiff, of course, lost to the extent of the difference between 
the market prica at the time of arrival and the price realised by the 
re-sale, and he accordingly brought this action on an implied warranty 
that the hemp should be merchantable, it being admitted that there was no 
fraud on the part of the seller. ‘The case was tried at the Liverpool as- 
sizes, before Mr, Justice Blackburn, and it was contended, on the part of 
the seller, by Mr. Brett, Q.C., that it was enough that the hemp answered 
the description of ‘‘ hemp,” and that there was no such implied warranty 
as supposed, but that the maxim caraet emptor applied. The learned 
Judge, however, was of a different opinion, and said that it was a ques- 
tion fur the jury whether the hemp when shipped at Singapore was sach 
as uot only to answer the descriptions of hemp, but of hemp “ reasonably 
merchantable,” there being, in his opinion, an implied contract or warranty 
to that effect; and it being necessarily a question for the jury whether 
an article was reasonably merchantable. Upon that ruling the case went 
to the jary, who found for the plaintiff for £750, the amount of damages 
being measured by the price which the hemp would have realised had it 
been according to contract, as compared with what it actually fetched. 
The question was reserved for this Court whether there was such an im- 
plied warranty as alleged.’ Mr. Justice Mellor delivered judgment in favour 
of the plaintiff, the buyer, to the effect that there was an implied warranty 
that the hemp was reasonably merchantable, and that, therefore, he was 
entitled to recover on such contract. The main question, the learned Judge 
said, was as to the contract, and that was a question of some importance 
and difficulty. On the part of the seller, the defendant, it was insisted 
that the contract was performed by the shipment of Manila hemp, even 
although at the time it was shipped it was so damaged as to be unmer- 
chantable ; and that, as both parties were equally ignorant of the fact, 
the buyer ought to have stipulated that the hemp shculd be merchantable. 
But, upon careful consideration, the Court were of opinion that the contrary 
was the correct view, and that the direction of the Jearned Judge at the 
trial was in substance right. There was a distinction between such cases 
as the present and cases such as those relied upon by the defendant, on 
which the buyer had opportunity of inspection. In such cases the maxim 
caveat emptor might fairly apply, even as to latent defects, for, at all 
events, he had the opportunity of exercising his own judgment; and 
if he did not like to rely upon it he could stipulate for a warranty. 
On a contract for the sale of goods of a particular description—whether 
the buyer had or had not had an opportunity of inspection—there was an 
implied warranty that the goods should reasonably answer the description. 
And in every contract to supply goods of a specific description there was 
an implied warranty, not only that the goods should answer that descrip- 
tion, but also that they should be saleable or ‘‘ merchantable” by that 
description. This was an implied term in every such contract; and in 
this case the question appeared to be whether the article as delivered or 
shipped at Singapore was “ merchantable ” or saleable in the market under 
the description of ‘‘ Manila hemp.” And it appeared to the Court as the 
result of all the cases that the maxim caveut emptor could not apply, and 
that it must be assumed that the buyer and the seller both contemplated 
dealing in an article which was merchantable. The buyer bought for the 
purpoze of selling, and the seller could not on any other supposition than 
that the article was merchantable have obtained a customer for it. The 
buver, therefore, must be taken to have trusted to the judgment of the 
aeller. Jt was clear that he could have exercised no judgment of his own, 
and this seemed to involve an implied warranty ; and there was no diffe- 
rence in that respect between a sale of goods for a particular purpose and 
a sale of goods as answering a certain description, For these reasons, 
therefore, the Court were of upinion that the verdict for the plaintiff, the 
buyer, should stand. Judgment for the plaintiff. 


BANKRUPTCY COURT, 


In Re Grorok LYaAvyt.—This was an adjourned sitting for last ex- 
amination and discharge. The bankrupt was a member of the mercantile 
firms of George Lyall and C. F. Still, of Leadenball-street, and of Lyall, 
Still, and Co., of Hong Kong. ‘The liabilities of the London firm are 
stated at £76,409, against which there is a claim of £75,860 upon the house 
at Hong Kong; other assets £540. ‘The separate debts of Mr. Lyall have 
been paid in full. Mr. Bagley appeared for the assignees; Mr. Reed op- 
posed for M. Liebert, of Manchester, a large creditor for £4,000 or £5,000 H 
Mr. Sargood supported. Mr. Bagley, as representing the assignees, ex- 
pressed their approval of the accounts rendered by the bankrupt, which 
were probably as perfect as they could be made. The members of the firm 
abroad had obtained their discharge, and the assiznees considered that Mr. 
Lyall was also entitled to be released from his difficulties. He proposed 
that the last examination should be passed, and the question of discharge 
reserved for future-consideration. Mr. Reed said that M. Liebert had a 
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wery large stake in the matter, and it did not appear probable that he 
weald ever receive a dividend of more than Is. in the pound. The 
affairs cf the firm at Hong Kong appeared to have been 
managed by Mr. Maclean, to whom consignments were made by 
the house in London, and he in his turn consigned produce to the 
London firm. The learned counsel at some length proceeded to criti- 
else the accounts filed by the bankrupt. He submitted that the surplus 
arising from the bankrupt’s private property had not been carried to the 
credit of the joint estate, and that the indebtedness of the house abroad, for 
which the bankrupt was responsible, had not been included in the balance- 
sheet, but only the indebtedness of the London firm. The liabilities, if 
properly returned, would amount to £692,370, instead of £76,409; andas 
the accounts were altogether inadequate fur the full disclosure of the bank- 
rupt's affairs, he asked that the bankrupt should not be allowed to pass 
upon the present acconnts, and that he should be ordered to file an amended 
balance-sheet. He asked particularly thatithe bankrapt should be required 
to show how an alleged surplus in 1864 of £76,000 had in 1865 been 
converted into a deficiasncy of £65,009. The proper course under the 
circumstances was either for the Court to direct an adjournment sine die, 
or to direct the bankrupt to furnish further and better particulars of his 
dealings and position. Mr. Sargood, arged that the position of the firm 
abroad was well known tothe opposing creditor. The object of M. Liebert 
‘was to regain possession of his goods instead of proving for adividend. Mr. 
Liebert was entirely conversant with the bankrupt’s affairs, and had been 
actively engaged in the investigation arising out of the bankruptcy of the 
Hong Kong house. For months before his failure Mr. Lyall had been in 
‘ehe hands of his creditors, and had made an absolute and unreserved sur- 
render of his property. The learned counsel pruceeded to combat, at some 
length, the objections which had been made to the accounts, and asked 
that the bankrupt might be allowed to pass his examination. His Hononr, 
after consulting the official assignee, held that the bankrupt was entitled 
¢o pass his examination, as he had evinced every desire to give informa- 
tion, and the official assignee expresaed his approval of the accounts filed. 
The order of discharge would stand for consideration on a future day. 


COURT OF DIVORCE. 

PARTRIDGE V. PARTRIDGE AND Woopwarp.—This was a husband's 
petition for a dissolution of marriage, and claiming damages. The re- 
spondent and co-respondent did not appear. The petitioner, who is a 
clergyman and schoolmaster at Yarmouth, married the respondent in 
April, 1855, and they lived together happily for ten years and had six 
ehildren. It appeared that before her marriage with the petitioner the 
- Yespendent had been engaged to the co-respondent, and, although the en- 
gagement was broken off, they continued to be attached to one another. 
The co-respondent, who was a China merchant, went abroad and did not 
g@eturn to England until 1865. He renewed his acquaintance with Mrs. 
Partridge, and ultimately an adulterous intimacy was formed between 
them, and in the latter part of 1866 she left her husband's house and never 
returned to it. Her brother-in-law found her living at Walton-on-Thames 
ander the name of Mrs. Woodward, and she confessed that she had been 
guilty of adultery, and was then with child by Woodward. He was not 
then living with her, and she had not seen him for sometime. Her 
brother-in-law went to him and asked him whether he would marry her 
in the event of her husband obtaining a divorce. Mr. Woodward said 
there was an obstacle in the way, for he had been married since the pre- 
vious September. He wrote a note to Mrs. Partridge, acknowledging this 
fact, admitting that he had acted very basely towards her, and could not 
hope for her forgiveness, and stating that he was going abroad. There 
was no evidence whether he really was married, or whether, as was sug- 
gested, this was only an excuse for breaking his prumise to Mrs. Partridge. 
It was proved that since his return from China he had stated that he was 
worth about £25,000. The jury assessed the damages at £500. Decree 
nisi, with costs againat the co-respondent. 








PARLIAMENT. 
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THE NEW CHINESE AMBASSADOR. 


(Feb. 17th.) Colonel Syxxs asked the Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs 

ewhether any accounts had been received at the Foreign-office in confirma- 
tion of statements in the Friend of China of the 9thof December, 1867, and 
North China Herald, that Mr. Burlinghame, United States Minister at the 
Imperial Court of Peking, had accepted the office of Ambassador from the 
Chinese Government to the Governments in Europe; that he left Peking 
on the 24th of November for Tientsin, but was stopped on the road by 
rebels, and was only relieyed from his position by the United States’ steam- 
ship of war Ashuelot and a party of bluejackets from Her Majesty's gun- 
boat Dove; and, whether he would Jay upon the table the memorials from 
the commercial communities‘in China respecting the revision of the Treaty 
= Tientsin, addressed to the British Minister at Peking or to the Foreign- 
office. 

Mr. E. Ecertown replied that intelligence had been received of Mr. 
Burlinghame’s appointment as Chinese Ambassador to the European 
Governments. As to his detention and release, he would read an extract 
from a letter forwarded to the Foreign-office, containing a full statement 
of the facts. The writer said :—‘* Mr. Burlinghame’s letter to Mr. Wade 
apa by the latter to Mr. Hammond) is dated Shanghai, December 

O, and in it he states:—‘ You have doubtless heard we were stopped at 
Hosiwu by a roving band of robbers. Our carts were brought to a halt by 
the cry that they (the robbers) were in front. The drivers could not ad- 
vance, but made a stampede for Hosiwu, where we remained for 48 hours, 
menaced by 3U0 robbers. I sent messengers to Peking and Tientsin. 
Succour came almost simultaneously from both places. Captain Dunlop, 
of Her Majesty's gunboat Dove, mounted his “ bluejackets” and rode 45 
miles in 12 hours in the night, and was the first tofarrive. Sir Rutherford's 
escort, under Murray, with Conolly and Baber as volunteers, came next, 
and thus it was that we were rescued. I wish everywhere to make known 
the most energetic and gallant conduct of Captain Dunlop.’” He had no 
objection to produce the memorials. 
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CEYLON. 


(14th.) Mr. Gorsr said that on February 28, on going into Cemmittee 
of Supply, he sbould call attention to a petition from Ceylon and to a 
despatch from the Governor enclosing the same, and should ask a question 
thereupon. 

POSTAL COMMUNICATION WITH MALTA. 


Sir G. Bowygr asked the Under Secretary of State for the Colonies 
what steps the Government are prepared to take for the conveyance of 
letters to and communication with Malta, in consequence of the Peninsular 
and Oriental Company's steamers ceasing to touch at the island.—Mr. EK. 
EGERTON stated that bythe new arrangement of passing through the 
Straits of Messina, instead of stopping at Malta, the transit of the mails 
between Marseilles and Alexandria would be accelerated by 12 hours. 
Other mails would still be conveyed to Malta by the Peninsular and 
Oriental Company, but what substitute would be given to Malta for the 
mail between that island and Alexandria was still under the consideration 
of the Government. As soon as any arrangement was made he would 
inform the House of it. 


THE EAST INDIA CIVIL SERVICE. 


(19th.) Mr. Fawcett gave notice that, on the 24th of March, he would 
move ‘“ That this House, while cordially approving the system of open 
competition for the appointments to the East India Civil Service, is of 
opinion that the people of India have no fair chance of competing for 
these appointments so long as the examinations are held nowhere but in 
London; the House, therefore, deems it advisable that, simultancously 
with the examinations in London, similar examinations should be held at 
Calcutta, Bombay, and Madras.” 


AGENCIES IN THE FOREIGN OFFICE. 


(20th.) Mr. B. PotreEr asked the Secretary of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs whether he had any objection to give a return of the names of the 
persons for whom the clerks in the Foreign-office now act as agents, or 

ave so acted at any time during the last five years; of the emoluments 

which such clerks have individually received for such agency during the 
last five years, and the amount received by them from each person; 
and whether there was any truth in the statement which had appeared 
7 itd pe press that the agencies in the Foreign-office were to be 
abolished. 


Lord Srantey : I have no objection to give a return of the names of 
those persons for whom the clerks in the Foreign-office now act, and for 
the last five years have acted as agents. With regard to the emoluments, I 
as prepared to give the aggregate annual amount received by each agent, 
am this is a matter of public interest ; but I cannot see any advantage in 
giving the amount contributed by each person, inasmuch as it is a matter 
of apurcly voluntary or private character. Wiih regard to the last part of 
the question, I have to say that the subject of abolishing these agencies is 
at present under consideration. 


TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNICATION WITH INDIA. 


(2Ist.) Captain Vivian asked the Secretary of State for India, whether, 
looking to the very unsatisfactory state of the telegraphic communication 
between this country and India, the Government had taken any steps to 
establish a more direct system ; whether the Government had opened any 
negotiations with any private companies with this object, and whether the 
Government had included in such negotiations the question of establiah- 
ing a direct telegraphic communication with the Abyssinian forces. 


Sir S. NortHcOTE observed that the telegraphic communication be- 
tween this country and India was not all that could be desired, but he did 
not think that it deserved the description of being in a ‘very unsatisfac- 
tory state.’ The average rate of the transmission of messages during 
the first twenty days of February, via Russia, was three days and nine 
hours, and by Turkey three days and eleven hours. Within the last week 
the average rate had been two days and twenty-two hours; and indivi- 
dual messages had occasionally been received on the day of despatch via 
Turkey and Russia, and frequently on the day following [the date of the 
despatch. He might observe that steps were being taken, which he hoped 
would improve the existing lines of communication, in consequence of a 
concession recently obtained by Messrs. Siemens and Co., from Prussia, 
Turkey, and Russia. Nevertheless, it would be an object of interest and 
advantage to this country to obtain another line of communication by the 
Red Sea. Whenever the attention of the Government of India had been 
called to the subject, they had admitted that another line was much to be 
desired ; but it was not the opinion of the Council of India that they had 
a right to burden the revenues of India with any guarantee or subsidy to 
establish such a communication ; and it was obvious that the expense of 
any line of telegraphic communication between India and England, if 
borne by Governm:-nt subsidy or guarantee at all, oucht to be borne, not 
by India exclusively, but by India and the Imperial Government. The 
principle laid down by the Imperial Government with respect to sub- 
marine telegraphs was that it was not fit in the present state of things to 
advise a guarantee or subsidy, but that it was better to give facilities in the 
way of surveying and in other modes. Such being the case, several pro- 
posals had been made by private companies, but they had led to no result. 
However, at the time of the Abyssinian expedition it was brought under 
the notice of Government that the establishment of telegraphic communi- 
cation between England and Massowah, or whatever other point might be 
selected as the point of departure for the expedition would be 
a great advantage ; and in consequence of the sense which the Govern- 
ment entertained of the importance of establishing, if possible, such a 
communication, he entered into communication with the directors of the 
Telegraphic Construction and Maintenance Company, who were disposed 
to meet the Government in the most liberal spirit; but when their propo- 
sals came to be examined, it was found that it would not have been possi- 
ble to establish a submarine cable from Annesley Bay, so that it could be 
worked before January. Under these circumstances, the great advantage 
of telegraphic communication, while the expenditure was organising, 
would be lost, and, therefore, it was not thought advisable to incur the 
cost of laying a cable to Annesley Bay. 
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THE NECESSITY FOR A GARRISON IN HONG KONG. 

Ir seems to us that in the memorial of the Hong Kong 
Association regarding the Military ‘ax, there is some confusion 
between tiro very distinct questions—the one, whether the 
colony should be called upon to pay for the maintenance of the 
garrison, and the other, whether any garrison is requisite at all. 
Had the memorialists con fined themselves to the first of these, 
they would have kept on perfectly safe ground ; in entering on 
the other they have attempted to prove too much, and have 
damaged their case considerably. For instance, in looking 
through the memorial we find this passage :—‘ Sir Hercu.es 
“¢ Roptnson declared the troops superfluous as far as the safety 
“ of Hong Kong was concerne1, and undertook to be respon- 
“ sible for the maintenance of good order in the colony with 
“ the aid of the local police force alone.” ‘The late Governor 
may have made such a statement, but what is it worth ? Argu- 
ments should be based on facts, not on such fallacies as this. It 
needs nu very tenacious memory to recall one or two extraor- 
dinary illustrations of the amount of protection that might be 
expected from “the local police force alone.” When Mr. NussEr- 
WANJEE was murdered in his own bungalow at night by an armed 
band of Chinese, it was shown at the coroner's inquest that the 
police who first arrived at the house were afraid to enter the com- 
pound ; and although the noise of the attack was distinctly 
heard at the Governor's house, none of the police who were on 
duty in the streets adjacent to the attacked house came tothe 
rescue, showing very clearly that they were hiding. Again, 


‘when Mr. SmitH’s bungalow was attacked, at midnight, by a 


similar band of marauders, it was proved upon the trial that 
the attacking party first drove the armed native constable away, 
simply by throwing stones at him! So much’for the reliance 
to be placed upon the local police force as far as personal 
courage is concerned. As for the discipline and efficiency of 
the corps, we are informed that upon the last named trial 
several of the native constables accounted for their not having 
shot any of the thieves by stating that their carbines would 
not go off, and this arose from the charge having been in the 
piece for three or four months without having been drawn. Here- 
upon the whole force was mustered and the men ordered to 
discharge their carbines, when at least thirty per cent. of them 
‘missed fire. It was also a notable circumatance that many of 
the men were evidently afraid to pull the trigger, whether from 
innate cowardice, or froma conviction that the barrel might 


are suggestive facts, and they are supplemented by others given 
by our correspondent “ Chancery-lane,” whose letter will be 
found in another column. The lamentable inefficiency of the 
force as a meins of combating the disastrous fires that so 
frequently occur, is clearly shown, as well as the want of judg- 
ment exhibited in the choice of a superintendent. 

That the influence of the Hong Kong Association, if wisely 
and discreetly used, is calculated to be greatly beneficial to the 
colony there can be no doubt; but its members must avoid 
taking untenable ground. In dealing with the question we 
have here referred to the true subjects for consideration 
are, the strength and composition of the force required, and 
the question of liability for its support—a liability which 
the colonists have undoubtedly good reason to repu- 
diate. The island, itself an unproductive rock, serves as a 
centre and rallying point for a vast trade which brings an 
uninterrupted stream of wealth into the national coffers. The 
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China trade, and the interests of British subjects in China 
generally, therefore demand adequate protection, and a military 
establishment in Heng Kong is necessary as the nucleus of what- 
ever forces are requisite, from time to time, for this purpose. 
But because Hong Kong is chosen for this, as the only spot in 
China waters that is actually British property, that is no reason 
why Hong Kong alone should be called upon to maintain troops 
that are liable at any time to be called away to protect British 
interests at Canton, or any other place at which they may be 
threatened. Still, it is goinga little too far to assert that the pre- 
sence of a garrison is an unmixed evil. The memorialists would 
have done better had they asked that the contribution should be 
suspended until the Miut question be solved and the colonial 
resources placed on a better footing ; or else, that it be forthwith 
reduced to a much smaller sum. 

With regard to auother subject adverted to in the memorial, 
namely, the Praya question, we understand that for the purpose 
of aiming at a settlement it is the intention of the Hong Kong 
Government to institute legal proceedings against Messrs. 
Jarpive, Mareson and Co., and to accept the decision in 
this suit, when obtained, as a precedent for the other cases 
involved. On the other hand, Messts. JARDINE, MaTHESON 
and Co., if the verdict prove an adverse one, will appeal 
against it on behalf of all the holders of Praya lots, who will 
contribute to a fund for the necessary expenses. 








A NEW OVERLAND ROUTE. 

A PROJECT is now on foot—not so much a new one, as an 
old one revived—which has for its object a work that will, if 
carried into executicn, effect an extraordinary change in our 
system of overland communication with India, This is no 
less than the rehabilitation of the ancient port of Berenice, 
and its substitution for that of Suez. In whatever light we 
view it, whether political, geographical, or commercial, the 
scheme is an important one, and well worthy of careful con- 
sideration, even though its oompletion may be deferred for 
some years. Inthe first place, it is necessary to describe the 
port, of which many of our readers perhaps hear for the first 
time. Berenice is situated on the western side of the Red 
Sea, in the southern part of the vast desert of Thebaid, as 
the ancients termed it, or Said, as jit is now called. It is in 
latitude 23.56 N., that is, about 6 degrees, or 360 geographical 
miles south of {Suez. The ruins of the ancient city are 
still traceable at the head of a deep bay, formed by 
the promontory of Ras Benass, and close to a small lagune, 
now choked with sand, but which has evidently formed a sort 
of inner harbour. The city was built, or restored (for its 
extreme antiquity renders this point doubtful), by Protemy 
PHILADELPHUS, somewhere about 250 B.C. During the period 
of the Ptolemies it became, and long afterwards continued to 
be, an important seat of Indian trade ; its position, so much 
lower down the Red Sea than Suez, and its greatly superior 
anchorage, giving it a manifest superiority over that port. 
Indian merchandise arriving here was conveyed across the 
desert by caravan to Koptos (a city not actually on the Nile, 
but communicating with it by a canal some three miles in 
length), and thence up the Nile to Alexandria, The distance 
between Berenice and Koptos is about 260 miles, and was 
performed by the camels in 12 days. It is this, the earhest 
known “ Overland route to India,” that the present Viceroy of 
Egypt proposes to bring once more into operation, by reviving 
the ancient glory of Berenice, and connecting it by a direct 
line of railway with Cairo. | oe, 

The undertaking is one of great magnitude, but must not 
therefore be regarded as chimerical. The vast sums of money, and 
the marvels of ingenuity and labour that have already been ex- 
pended on the Suez Canal would more than suffice for: its 
completion. Moreover the Viceroy has very cogent reasons 
for pushing it forward, as we shall presently show; and work 
once commenced, and prosecuted by fellahs under.the iron hand 
of an Egyptian taskmaster, has seldom failed of completion, 
from the foundation of the Pyramids down to the present fime. 
It has always been the ambition of the Viceroys to acquire 
territory on the Upper Nile, and on the coast beyond the boun- 
dary of Egypt proper, as they conceived that the possession of 
such would carry with it a distinct title of sovereignty, to 
which their position as feudatories of the SULTAN gave them 
claim, Egypt being so distinctly a fief of Turkey ; aff of 
this ambition the Porte has long been aware, and ~ has 
manifested no little jealousy. As one precaution agamst 
such encroachment the two ports on the coast held by the 
Surran (Suakin and Massowa’) are, by a sort of fiction, held 
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to constitute a Turkish province called Habesh (Abyssinia), 
although they are situated far apart, and the country between 
and around them is peopled by wild tribes, over whom the 
Surran exercises no sort of control. These, together with Jed- 
dah, Nejed, and Yenbo’, three ports on the opposite (or Arabian) 
shore, are included in the separate Viceroyalty of Habesh and 
the Hedjaz ; and this semblance of rule would enable the Sutran 
to meet any claim to sovereignty on the part of the VICEROY, with 
the plea that such acquisitions were merely appendages to the fief. 
The present Viceroy, however, seems inclined to run the risk,and 
it is in pursuance of bis proposed conquest of Habesh that he 
intends to turn Berenice to account. A line of railway to the 
extreme south of his own province would give such facilities for 
' pouring troops into the coveted territory as would ensure its easy 
subjugation. The attitude of the EgyptianGovernment in relation 
to our own Abyssinian expedition, and its manifest eagerness 
to improve the occasion by sending a force against King THEo- 
DORE, afford ample proof that we do not malign the VIcERoy in 
imputing these desires to him. So much, then, for the poli- 
tical motives involved. 

As a financial undertaking, too, the project has its attractions. 
The Viceroy, it is well known, is the principal shareholder 
in the omnivorous scheme of M. Lrsseps, and in the sandy 
bed of the Suez Canal he has sunk nearly all the wealth that 
should have formed a provision for his successor. More than 
this, indeed ; for of late he has had to resort to the most 
oppressive measures to wring further contributions from his 
toiling subjects. However magnificent the works accomplished, 
and magnificent they are, undeniably, we cannot suppose that 
His Hicuness cherishes the slightest hope of receiving a 
respectable dividend on his canal investment ; but the Berenice 
project offers a fair chance of retrieving this loss. There is 
no reason why it should not pay as well as the existing line 
between Alexandria and Suez. Once constructed, the mails, 
and indeed all the overland traffic to and from India, would 
necessarily be conveyed by it, and this alone would give an 
enormous revenue, the whole of which would belong to the 
Viceror’s Civil List. We should gladly accept the safe and 
commodious harbour of Berenice in place of the miserably 
inconvenient accommodation we have now to put up with at 
Suez. The change would do away with quite one-third of the 
Red Sea passage (the worst part of it, too), and a considerable 
saving of time would be effected. For these reasons the 
scheme is sure to receive the support of our own Government ; 
but as it tends to give the land route an advantage over the 
Suez Canal, it has hitherto been opprsed by the French. The 
VI0EROY, however, appears able and willing to act independently 
in the matter. 

As regards the practicability of the ‘scheme we may safely 
assert that it presents no greater physical difficulties than have 
been surmounted in the construction of the existing Egyptian 
lines. It is believed—perhaps we shall be more strictly 
correct if we say it is hoped—that coal will be found in the 
vicinity of Berenice. A preliminary expedition is now pre- 
paring to visit the place, to inquire into this and other points 
of interest regarding it ; the party consists of three gentlemen 
of undoubted scientific attainments, namely, Mr. BavERMAN, 
who has recently published a practical work of great value on 
iron-smelting ; Mr. Lorp, a naturalist, and Mr. Le Neve Fos- 
rer, C.E., at present in the employ of the Viceroy. Until 
the report of these gentlemen is received it would of course be 
premature to speak with certainty as to the accomplishment of 
the plan ; but of its feasibility, and the advantages to be de- 
rived from it, we ourselves entertain very little doubt.

No alteration, we ie undertatd: will be made in the time-tables 
of the Messageries Imperiales, until it is settled whether the 
service is to be changed into a fortnightly one, or not; a point 
that is still under discussion. Doubts having been expressed 
in some quarters as to whether the P. and O. Company will 
always have a steamer in readiness at Alexandria, to bring the 
mails on, we are able to confirm our previous statement that 
such will be the case.

the 20th and 26th of February. The mails for the East Indies will be 
forwarded wholly to Bombay, and will be made up in London on the morning 
of every Saturday, commencing with Saturday, 29th February, for transmis- 
sion via Southampton, and on the evening of every Friday, commencing with 
Friday, the 6th of March, for transmission via Marseilles. The mails for 
Ceylon, Singapore, Labuan, Java, the Philippine Islands, Hong Kong, 
China, and Japan will be made up on the morning of Saturday, the 29th 
of February, and the evening of Friday, the 6th of March; the next 
mails will be made up on the morning of Saturday, tbe 21st of March, and 
the evening of Friday, the 27th of March; and thenceforward there will 
be a despatch on the morning of every alternative Saturday and the even- 
ing of every alternate Friday. The packets will not call at Penang, and 
the correspondence for that settlement will be forwarded in the mails 
for Singapore. A branch packet will leave Shanghai for Yokohama, 
calling at Nagasaki, immediately after the arrival of each mail from 
England. The first mails for Australia under the new arrangement 
will be made up on the morning of Saturday, the 21st of March, and the 
evening of Friday, the 27th of March, and thenceforward on every fourth 
Saturday and Friday throughout the year. As the packet from Marseilles 
to Alexandria will not call at Malta, the correspondence for that island 
will be sent wholly by the weekly packet from Southampton. The home=

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TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNICATION WITH INDIA AND 
CHINA. 

A PaMPHtet bearing the above title, written by Mr. Francis 
Grssorne, has recently been published with the view ap- 
parently of introducing to public notice the Inpo-EuROPEAN 
TELEGRAPH Company. This it séems is the name of the Com- 
pany by which the concessions granted to Messrs. Srmmens 
BrorHeErs for a direct line of telegraph to Iudia wa Prussia, 
Russia, and Persia, is to be worked. A considerable portion of 
Mr. G1ssorne’s pamphlet is taken up with an exposure of the 
manifold shortcomings of the existing line—a work of supere- 
rogation, we should imagine, after all that has been written on 
the subject in these columns and elsewhere. A good deal 


of spaceisalso devoted to a detailed account of the terms on which 
the concessions have been granted by the various Governments ; 
but most of this information was given in our issue of the 10th 
September last. It appears that the works through Russia and 
Persia are promised to be completed within twelve months from 
the commencement of operations, at a cost of not more than 
£400,000; the Prussian Government also undertakes to com- 
plete its portion within the same pericd, but at what outlay is 
not stated. The line will be under the management of the 
English company throughout, who will pay out of its earnings 
the following “royalties” on each Indian message of twenty 
words: 24 francs to the Prussiau Government, 5 francs to the 
Russian Government, 2 francs to Persia, and for use of wires in 
Reuter’s cable, 44 francs—total 14 francs, At present it is pro- 
posed to charge £3 10s. for each 20-word message. The Prussian 
and Russian Governments are in perfect accord as regards the pro- 
posed line, and have invited the co-operation of Her Masesty’s 
Government, which has been promised. The Persian lines are 
already, by virtuc of a special convention, under the management 
of the Indian Government. A map attached to the pamphlet 
shows the chief stations between London and Teheran (where it 
joins the existing Indian lines) to be—Hamburg, Berlin, Thorn, 
Warsaw, Odessa, Kerch, Poti, and Tiflis. So far, there does 
not appear to be a single drawback to the accomplishment of 
the work, so soon as the required capital is subscribed ; but, as 
we have before suggested—supposing an European War should 
break out? 

THE subject of telegraphic communication with India has 
been again before the House of Commons. Sir StarFrorp 
Nokrucore admits that it is at present in a most unsatisfactory 
State, and that good a Red Sea line is still a desideratum ; at 
the same time he calls attention to the improvemeut likely to 
result from the Indo-European line to be constructed by 
Messrs. SremeNs. Mr. GissorneE, commenting on this admis- 
sion, says (in a letter to The Times) :— 

I believe that the timidity, contradiction, and confusion which have 
hitherto prevailed in the councils of Government with reference to tele- 
gems matters are due to the absence of a Minister of Public Works. 

very telegraphic project that is brought under the notice of Government 
runs the gauntlet of several departments, each which has something to say 
against it, especially the Treasury, if any financial assistance is asked for, 
and there exists no department or Minister fo whom any appeal can be 
made to decide upon all these various difficulties. One would suppose 
that the Prime Minister of the day is responsible for the national interest, 
but he does not appear to think so, and invariably leaves the matter to be 
decided by the department which is supposed to have the greatest interest 
in it. 

As Sir Stafford Northcote has informed the House of Commons, 
Prussia, Russia, and Persia have lately determined to establish a new line 
in opposition to that through Austria and Turkey, for the purpose of se- 
curing through their territories the transit of telegraphic communication 
between England and India. They have had the wisdom to break 
through the policy which has hitherto governed them in telegraphic 
matters, and have agreed to allow this new line to be worked by a com- 
pany, thus securing to it advantages which the other line has not got— 
namely, unity of administration and the appointment of English electri- 
cians at the stations. While other countries are doing so much for 
telegraphic communication with India, with which they have but little 
interest, our Government is doing nothing in any direction. Now that 
land lines have been established to India it will be difficdlt for private 
enterprise to carry out the Red Sea and India line on aceount of the cost, 
which will be about fourfold, mile for mile, as compared to the cost of 
the competing land lines. 

As regards other schemes, the ANGLO-INDIAN Company, 
we are told, “remains in abeyance, awaiting a favour- 
“ able opportunity for proceeding with its undertaking.” The 
Inpia, Cuma, AaxD CoLontaL Company, started last year to con- 
struct a complete line of submarine cable from Falmouth, via 
Gibraltar and Egypt, has sunk out of sight altogether. In our 
last issue we noticed a new plan for a line to China and Japan, 
vue Russia and the Amoor Valley, but this does not seam to 
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rest on any reliable foundation. In the meantime the Galle 
line is now working better than it has done for many months, 
as far as rapidity is concerned, though messages are still care- 
lessly handled, and we have seen many that are quite unintel- 
ligible. Grant's Kiachta line reopened for the season on the 
18th, and arrangements have been made to ensure greatly 
increased efficiency. 


JAPAN. 


In startling contrast to a late telegram from Japan, which an- 
nounced that the new ports had been peaceably opened on the 
Ist of January, is a message received via San Francisco, New 
York, and Atlantic Cable, to this effect :—“ Intelligence re- 
“ceived here (New York) from Japan, dated the 27th ult., an- 
“nouuces that the Daimios have revolted, and made the M1xkapo 
“prisoner. The SHrocoon had fled to Osaka, where he was or- 
** ganising a force to attack the Daimios, The town of Hiogo and 
“two palaces at Jeddo had been burnt. The Foreign Ministers re- 
“ fused to interfere.” Thisis an enigma, though just sufficiently 
intelligible to be recognised as the embodiment of some very 
bad news. Which of the Daimios have revolted? Not all, for 
in that case the SHIOGOON would hardly attempt to “ organise 
a force” to attack them. Besides, we thought there was no 
SH1ocoon—had not SroTsBasHI resigned ? Was the statement 
false after all, or has he repented and sought again to resume 
his position, thus provoking the hostility of certain of the 
Daimios? Or, again, have these princes, still jealous of his 
power, and not content with his dethronement, conspired to 
procure his entire destruction? The town of Hiogo and two 
palaces at Yedo have been burnt—accidentally, or purposely ? 
If the latter, by whom, and with what object? The Foreign 
Ministers have refused to interfere—who asked them? Never 
was telegram more perplexingly obscure, more utterly worth- 
less as a vehicle of information. The publication of such news 
as this serves no purpose whatever, its only effect being to create 
uneasiness and apprehension; a fact which we respectfully 
commend to the attention of Mr. Reurer’s New York agent. 


MR. BURLINGHAME AND THE US. MISSION TO CHINA, 


From the United States we hear that the President has no- 
minated Mr. Ross Brown to succecd Mr. BuRLINGHAME as 
Minister at Peking ; but the nomination is not yet confirmed 
by the Senate. ‘The representatives from California strongly 
urged the appointment of a native of that State, owing to its 
ntimate connection and large trade with China. <A _ writer 
in a New York paper exhibits in a new light the ambiguous 
position in which Mr. BurutncHame has placed himself, by 
pointing out the illegal nature of his appointment according to 
the United States Constitution, which says (Art. 1., sec. 9), “No 
“title of nobility shall be granted by the United States; and no 
“ person holding any office of profit or trust undcr them shall, 
“without the consent of Congress, accept of any present, emolu- 
“ment, office, or title of any kind whatever, from any king, 
“prince, or foreign State.” This indicates that Mr. BoRLINGHAME 
must either have committed a flagrant violation of the laws of 
his own country, or have accepted office in the service of the 
Chinese Government conditionally on the approval of the Presi- 
dent and Congress. The latter will probably prove to be the 
case ; and as the selection made by Prince Kuna is considered 
in America to involve a high compliment to the United States, 
there will probably be no difficulty in getting a resolution 
passed, authorising Mr. BuRLINGHAME to accept the office—and 
its emoluments, A New York correspondent, writing on the 
subject of the China Mission, says :—“ The Senate will not 
“speedily confirm the nomination of J. Ross Browne as 
“ Minister to China, There is a mystery about Mr. Buriina- 
“ Hame’s movements, concerning which the Senate desires an 
“explanation. Moreover, Mr. BROwNE i3 a man of no charac- 
“ter; he was probably set up by the PrEsIDENT only to be 
“knocked down.” 


“ Anti-HumsBuG,” in his letter on the Straits Settlements 
Budget, exposes some very weak points therein. For instance, 
the allowance of 86,000 as “ travelling allowances for the Gover- 
nor and Officers” is quite incomprehensible, when all the travel- 
ling they have to do—the occasional transit from one port to 
another—is done in a Government steamer. And this $6,000 
too is within about $800 of the whole suin devoted to educa- 
tional purposes! Here is something for the “Straits Settle- 
ments Association ” to inquire into. 
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THE SWISS CONSULATE-GENERAL IN JAPAN, 

A paraGraPH in the letter of our Hamburg correspondent 
which appeared in our issue of the 26th of August last con- 
tained an erroneous statement, regarding Mr. BRENNWALD, the 
Swiss Consul-General in Japan, which we are glad to have an 
opportunity of correcting. The paragraph in question, after 
adverting to the recent dispute at Yokohama regarding the 
ownership of a plot of land granted to the Swiss Consulate 
there, mentioned a report that the Swies Government was dis- 
pleased with Mr. Brennwatp's conduct in the affair, that he 
had been recalled, and that Mr. Srser would succeed him, We 
find, however, that our correspondent was entirely misinformed. 
Instead of incurring the displeasure of bis Government, all Mr. 
BRENNWALD’s acts have met with unqualified approval ; and Mr. 
Smer has simply acted as his /ocum tenens during his absence 
in Europe for business purposes. The following is translated 
from an official communication to the Swiss Bund :—‘‘ The 
“Federal Council is convinced that the conduct of Consul- 
‘¢ General BRENNWALD has been in all respects blameless, and 
“therefore it could not possibly discredit the steps taken by him 
‘in the matter; and this it has declared in several diplomatic 
“notes to the Prussian Government, whose intervention was called 
“in by Dr. Lrxpav (a Prussian subject). It is thusevident that the 
“Federal Council could have had no idea of recalling Mr. Brenn- 
“ waLp, who is certainly in Europe at present, but upon leave of 
“absence granted to him at his own desire. During his absence 
“a substitute is necessary, and that this substitute is Mr. Srer, 
‘his friend and partner, proves sufficiently that the above 
4‘ mentioned report is incorrect.” 


POSTAL CHANGES—INDIA, CHINA, AND JAPAN. 

Tue PostMASTER-GENERAL has issued a notification to the 
effect that from the lst of April next book packets and pattern 
parcels may be sent by post from any port in China or Japan 
to any other port in either of those countries, at the rate of 
3d. for every four ounces ; such packets not to exceed two feet 
in length, width, or depth. It is also announced that concur- 
rently with the establishment of the weekly mail service to 
India, the postage on letters between this country and the East 
Indies (including Aden) and Ceylon, will be raised to nine- 
pence her half-ounce when forwarded via Southampton, and 
thirteen-pence per half-ounce when sent via Marseilles, either 
by British or by French packet. This increased charge will 
take cffect on the Ist March. Simultaneously with the increase 
of postage, the scale of progression for charging letters to and 
from the East Indies and Ceylon will be modified, by substitut- 
ing for the existing scale a scale of weight having half an ounce 
as a unit throughout with the postage advancing by single rates 
as follows, viz. :—via Southampton, not exceeding 4 0z., 9d.; 
above 4 cz. and not exceeding 10z, 1s. 6d.; above 1 oz. and 
not exceeding 14 oz., 2s. 3d.; above 14 oz. and not exceeding 
2 oz., 38. ; for every additional 4 0z., 9d—vzvia Marseilles (by 
British or French packet), not exceeding 4 0z.,{1s. 1d.; above 
3 oz. and not exceeding 1 0z., 2s. 2d. ; above 1 oz, and not ex- 
13 0z., 3s. 3d.; above 14 oz. and not exceeding 2 oz, 4s, 4d. ; 
for every additional $ oz, 1s. 1d. This increase of postage 
will not affect the letters of officers of the army and navy serv- 
ing in India and Ceylon ; such letters will continue to enjoy 
the privilege of transmission at the reduced postage of sixpence 
the half ounce via Southampton, and tenpence the half ounce 
wa Marseilles. 


THe case of Mr. Lanapon Davres (late of the Hong Kong 
Mint) will be brought before the House of Commons, Mr, Van- 
DERBYL haviug given notice to move for copies of correspondence 
relative to his resignation. We presume that in the present 
disorganised state of the Mint no successor to Mr. Davixs 
will be appointed. 


M. Ovrrey, Consul-General of France in Egypt, has been 
appointed Minister Plenipotentiary in Japan, in room of M. 
Leon Rocues, elevated to the rank of Minister, and placed en 
disponibilité. M. Pouyape, Consul-General of France at Turin, 
proceeds to Egypt in place of the first-named diplomatist. 








THs stcamers between Brindisi and Alexandria will in future 
start every Monday, and meet the P. and 0. Company’s ateamers 
at tho latter port. Homeward they will leave Alexandria, as 
before, a few hours after the arrival of the passengers and mails 
from India, China, &c. 


WE understand that Sir Heroutes Roprson, the present 
Governor of Ceylon, and late Governor of Hong Kong, is 
expected in England on leave by an early mail. 
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THE CEYLON RAILWAY. 


THE intelligence received by the last mail respecting the 
progress of the Ceylon Railway is highly satisfactory, We are 
told that the traffiic receipts from September to December last 
year amounted to nearly £60,000, and that the estimated 
annual total would be £180,000, a sum largely in excess of 
former anticipations, and we must not lose sight of the fact 
that, for some time the traffic was interrupted, owing to the 
damage caused by an accident. Some slight shortcomings 
appear still |to exist in the general management of the line, 
but there is no question that a genuine success has been 
achieved. ‘The further extension of the line to Grampola will 
next occupy the attention of the Government. The permission 
of the SecretaRy of Stare is now the one thing required to 
enable the Government forthwith to commence operations. 
We may safely accept these facts as cvidences that the intro- 
duction of a railway has been hailed as a boon by the colonists, 
and now that commerical affairs have recovered from the stagna- 
tion formerly so disastrously prevalent, it may be confidently 
predicted that the more rapid and certain transmission of pro- 
duce from the interior will give an impetus to agricultural 
affairs productive of the most favourable results. We regret, 
however, to perceive that the Government persists in its in- 
tention to place the construction of the line under the 
control of the Board of Works. In a former article we 
strongly deprecated this course, and urged the necessity 
and prudence of taking a contract for the work in the cus- 
tomary manner. Amateur management has been proved by 
the e2:pose in reference to the affairs of the Brighton Railway 
here in England to be bad enough, but the results of an attempt 
at amateur coustruction have to be shown. We trust that 
the Ceylon Government will yet reconsider its determination 
and refrain from saddling the already overburdened colony 
by attempting the construction of works, the ultimate cost of 
which it is utterly impossible to estimate. 


THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS BUDGET. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


Srm,—In the London and China Telegraph I see in the Straits Settlement 
budget the salary of the Registrar of the Supreme Court of Singapore put 
down at $11,400, whilst that of the Chief Justice is $12,918. This is 
surely a mistake, for what comparison does the one ollice bear to the 
other? ‘The very idea is absurd—to give the Registrar of the Court in 
Singapore a greater salary than Sir D. Le Marchant, Bart., the clerk of 
the House of Commons, receives. 

If, however, it be actually so, and “no mistake,” then I am prepared to 
lay long odds that the name of the next incumbent will commence with 
an O. 

Can you explain how the $6,000 ‘travelling allowances for the gover- 
nor and officers of departments’ is made up? Under another head we 
have the cost of the maintenance of Government steamers, which must 
inclade their trips to Penang with the Governor or the acting chief justice; 
so how are the $6,000 actually expended? The voyage to or from Penang 
is only a matter of some hours, therefore the table expenses of the “ officers 
of departments” upon the voyage cannot be very great. Iotel charges 
in Penang and Singapore are moderate too, soit cannot goin that way. 
Can it be possible that the Governor charges the colony so much per mile 
for driving round the Esplanade every evening? If this $6,000 goes in 
chow chow and ‘ pegs” the heads of departments must have capacious 
stomachs, as well as comprehensive minds. 

Are these heads and stomachs too fragile to trust themselves as ordinary 
passengers in the P. and O. mail steamer? It might be infra dig. for the 
Governor to travel with a.mail steamer, but the head of a department 
might perhaps do so without losing caste; if their business be urgent 
they had much better, in fact, take any steamer rather than a Govern- 
ment one. It appears to me, Mr. Editor, that this $6,000 travelling allow- 
ances is arank job. $6,000 for travelling “extras” and €6,819 for edu- 
cation in Singapore! and then to add insult to injury comes “ exclasive 
of petty charges for gharry hire.” 

Another wonderful item in this budget is this one, “$141 for wine for 
the Holy Communion and washing surplices.” I presume this is for St. 
Andrew’s Church. Now a surplice may, for washing purposes, be fairly 
compared to a shirt, and a hundred shirts cost to wash in Singapore $3. 
Therefore allowing the clergyman and the clerk 100 surplices per annum 
(the choir and the punkah wallahs don’t wear any), there then remains 
$138, or $11.50 per month for the communion wine, representing at a fair 
price half a dozen bottles. Leaving it for those more nearly concerned to 
determine whether this is the actual quantity consumed, or, if not, how 
much each communicant costa the colony, I shall confine myself to ask- 
ing why the public at large should be taxed to provide the congregation, 
which is the smallest in point of numbers, and the richest in point of 
wealth, in Singapore, with the necessary elements for their most sacred 
religious rite ? 

It is regretable that Singapore does not possess in its Legislative As- 
sembly some member who has the courage to prefer the public welfare to 
the blandishments of the Governor, and it seems to be highly desirable 
that a Singapore Association be formed in order to put a check on the 
unlimited extravagance which seems to obtain in Singapore, in respect to 
the doings of the Governor and his heads of departments.—lI am, Sir, 
your obedient servant, AntI-HumMBUG.

HONG KONG FIRES. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


S1r,—In reference to the late disastrous conflagration in Hong Kong, I 
think that the proper remedy for the prevention of these oft-recurring 
calamities would be the appointment of an experienced and energetic 
Superintendent of Police. Although Sir R. G. MacDonnell has shown 
himself very able in dismissing his incompetent and corrupt suboriinates, 
he has been singularly unfortunate in his appointments; and this is well 
illustrated by his appointment to the onerous position of Captain Super- 
intendent of Police of a young gentleman scarcely out of his teens. I do 
not for a moment mean to imply that the present incumbent of the super- 
intendency is not a deserving public servant, so far as his years and ex- 
perience go, but as we have now had two enormous conflagrations during 
his term of office, it is quite clear that he is deficient in his mode of com- 
bating this ever-impending danger. 


On the “ resignation” of Superintendent Quin, it was generally acknow- 
ledyed that the most suitable man to fill the vacant position was the 
Governor of Victoria Gaol, Mr. Douglas, who, to great personal energy 
unites an intimate knowledge of the native character—at least that portion 
of it that it is imperative for a chief constable to know, and, in addition, 
possessed experience (gained at home) as a fireman. To the surprise, how- 
ever, of everyone, Governor MacDonnell appointed to the superintendency 
a young gentleman who had just emerged from bis civil service cadetabip. 
If Sir Richard were asked why he made such a hazardous appointment, 
he would probably reply that these cadets were sent out by the Home 
Government in order to fill public offices, and that, consequently, he was 
bourd to either put them to work or let the colony keep them going about 
idle; but I submit that it would be much more profitable to even pay them 
to abstain from active employment than to suffer thus for their inex- 
perience and incompetency. Whilst the system of recruiting the Civil 
Service of the colony by cadets sent out from home has undoubtedly cer- 
tain advantages, it possesses this great disadvantage—that all talent not 
contained in this corps is of necessity lost to the public service of the 
colony. Besides it gives an undue power to the Governor ; for if all his 
subordinates are to be cadets, the whims and caprice of their chief are 
likely to weigh more with the young aspirants than the material interests 
of the colony. This system might be compared to a fleet officered by one 
admiral and a number of passed midshipmen. 


It is certainly wonderful that Sir H. Robinson and Mr. Mercer, who ex- 
pended so much public money on the gavl on Stonecutters Island and the 
Mint, should not have invested a few thousand dollars in the purchase of 
some steam fire-engines. However, to look to the future; if Sir Richard 
will pass a building ordinance, compelling the Chinese to build a fire wall 
between each hong, purchase a fair number of steam fire-engines, and ap- 
point a superintendent of police that knows how to work a fire brigade, 
we should not see a recurrence of these conflagrations. Let the insurance 
companies see to it.— Your obedient servant, CHANCERY LANE.

TIIE CEYLON AND STRAITS COMMAND. 
(ABMY AND NAVY GAZETTE.) 


The intricate and vexed question of military expenditure in Ceylon is 
at length settled. The transfer has been duly made from the colony to 
the Imperial Government, the colony paying a fixed contribution of 
£160 000 per annum. According to the despatches now before us, the 
fight between the different authorities has been a sharp one. The Duke 
of Buckingham, representing Her Majesty's Government, ‘concurs with 
the Commander of the Forces, Major-(icneral Hodgson, that the Euro- 
pean troops cannot be reduced to the extent recommended by the late 
commission,” but the Colonial Government vehemently opposes the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, who takes leave of the subject in a 

liarly curt and laconic despatch to the Governor, The principal 
combatants, however, have been Sir Hercules Robinson, the Governor of 
Ceylon, and Major-General Hodgson, the Commander of the Forces— 
the Governor contending for the pure local interests, the General for 
Imperial and military. The report of the Major-General addressed 
Airect to his Royal Highness the Duke of Cambridge, is a very important 
document. It fills the greater part of the volume containing the despatches, 
and leaves no military point connected with Ceylon untouched. It has 
been printed and published in Ceylon, where it has created a profound 
sensation; and we understand that General Hodgson complains bitterly 
that a despatch, written with the utmost unreserve by a general officer to 
the Commander-in-Chief of the Army, should have been circulated 
among the community on whom he had commented severely. The conse- 
quence has been that he is held up as an enemy to Ceylon, and efforts are 
making to array the community against him. He is accused of having 
used all the ingenuity of ‘an Old Bailey practitioner to carry out military 
views, and to blind the authorities at home as to the character of the 
population, European and native.” The Ceylon Times, in an article 
entitled ‘* Major-General Hodgson Dissected,” and written in a tone of 
ferocity and scurrility which, for the honour of our craft, we had hoped 
was exploded even in colonial society, speaks of the ‘singular and mys- 
terious secrecy which surrounded the Major-Generai's despatch for 
eighteen months, and that it was only after eighteen months’ iterated 
requests that the Government of Ceylon was able to obtain it, and be 
laced in a position to fight the battle of the colony against Pall Mall and 
owning-street, and prevent the evil machinations of the General from 
telling severely on the colony.” The Ceylon Observer, while admitting, 
that the General has proved himself ‘‘utterly indifferent to the offence he 
might give to Governor, civil officers, planters, merchants, or every editor 
in the place,” declares that the officers “ ought to feel indebted to their 
chief for the strong case he has made out for them, for the Army, and the 
soldiers in Ceylon generally.” We hope soon to review General Hodgson’s 
report in extenso, and show how military affairs are conducted and thwarted 
by civil agency in the important colony of Ceyfon.

taking than to dwell on the individual facts which may be conveyed by 
each mail. Indeed, any one who attached importance to the telegrams 
which come from China must have believed that the Imperial Govern- 
ment had been ruined and resuscitated several hundred times during tho 


last few years; and even during the last six months the notices which bere 
appeared of the Nienfei rebels must have been rather 


uzziing to those 
who judge of the Celestial Empire by the analogy of European nations. 
As the time is now close at hand when the Treaty of Tientsin will have to 
be revired, and when China consequently will be a little more interesting 
to us than it has been of late, it may not be amies to point out the actual 
facts of its present position. 

After Prince Kung's coup d'etat of 1861, and their unreserved accep- 
tance of their new relationship with foreign nations, the Celestials entered 
upon a new and improved phase in their national bistory. This was further 
improved by the assistance which Sir Frederick Bruce, Admiral Hope, 
Captain Roderick Dew, R.N., Colonel Gordon, and other foreigners 
rendered in suppressing the Taiping rebellion. With the fall of Nanking 
in July, 1864, that rebellion was virtually ended, but there are still persons 
who suppose it to be yet in existence. For the benefit of these we may 
recall the facts relating to its last dying struggles. When Nanking was 
taken, Hung Sew-tsuen, the Taiping monarch, was found dead, having 
committed suicide; the Faithful King, the Shield King, and his other 
pepe chiefs were executed by the Imperialisis; the provinces of 

iangsoo and Chekiang were entirely restored to Imperialist rule; 
and at that time the Taipings had no footing elsewhere in China 
Only a remnant of thein who escaped from Nanking and other places 
went down through the sterile mountairs which border on Chekiang, 
Kiangai, and Fuhkien, under the leadership of two insignificant chiefs, the 
Kang Wang and the assistant king. Out of these mountains they emerged 
in 1865 and took the city of Changchow, near Amoy,in Fuhkien. A 
few foreigners, who had served either with or against them, joined them 
at this time, and Le, the attendant king, put forth a ridiculous proclama- 
tion, calling on foreign nations to join with him in partitioning China. But 
the Imperial Government brought down a few thousand troops who had 
been disciplined to the use of foreign arms at the Fung-yung Shan camp 
of instruction, which had been organised by Colonel Gordon before he 
left China, and quickly drove the Tai-pings back into the uninhabited 
mountains between the provinces of Quangtung, Fukian, and Kiangsi, 
where they probably perished miserably. At all events they have never 
been heard of since then, and China be been free from the curse which 
they brought. 

The rebels of which we have heard since then have been the Nienfei, 
or marauders of the Yellow River. From the earliest historical times that 
stream hss given a great deal of trouble, because a considerable portion of 
its bed being above the level of the surrounding country constant labour 
must be expended on its embankments, in order to prevent it from over- 
flooding immense tracts of land. The troubles of the last 25 years in 
China have interfered with the proper embankment of the Yellow River, 
and the consequence is that large numbers of the people in the provinces 
which border upon it have been thrown into a state of destitution 
and so have formed themselves into bands of robbers who go 
about looting their more fortunate neighbours. These Nienfei, as 
they are called, have no political purpose in view, and no union 
among themselves, beyond what their common interests may dictate, 
but they have given a good deal of trouble in China during the last 
eight years, and the Imperial Government has never dealt with them in a 
sufficiently energetic manner. No means, so far as we are aware, have 
been employed to relieve the necessity from which they suffer, and they 
have been allowed to go on robbing until they collected into bands of a 
formidable size. Lut whenever they have gathered to a certain extent the 
Government has moved against them, and dispersed them by force. 
Hence the puzzling nature of the information which comes from Chma 
regarding these rebels. According to one mail they have gathered head 
and becnme formidable ; according to the next, they have been defeated 
and dispersed. The last intelligence which we have represents them as 
having been almost put down, but in the next they may be represented as 
threatening Peking. The truth is that they are not politically of the 
slightest importance, but it is a matter of regret that the Imperial Go- 
vernment cannot deal with them in a more satisfactory manner. Tsen 
Kwo-fan, the generalissimo of the empire—a native Chinese who obtain 
his present high position by his success in putting down the Taiping rebel- 
lion—has abundant means at his command to restore to order all the dis- 
tricts in which the Nienfei appear, and his protege Li, the Governor- | 
General of the Two Kiang, is an able military commander; but these two 
high mandarins are viewed with jealousy by the Tartar Court, and bys 
considerable portion of the bureaucracy of China, This jealousy pre- 
vents them from doing what they might do with their disciplined troops. 
Were they to push on matters 80 as to completely suppress the Nienfei, 
though that might be regarded as a very laudable effort in Europe, yet in 
China it would almost certainly appear to be a sacrilegious interference 
with district self-government, and a proof that they aspired to obtain 
supreme 4 ariel 

The Mohammedan rebels in the North have given more trouble to the 
Chinese Government, though even they do not affect any more of the 
country than the provinces of Shensi and Kaneuh. Some time ago we 
inted out to our readers the exact state of matters between the Celeatials 
and their Moslem subjects. Since then the only change which has takea 
place in the state of matters is that the territory in the north more pro- 
perly Chinese has been more strictly defined from that which is Moham- 
medan, In Shensi, anda great part of Kansuh, the Imperial Government 
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has obtained the upper hand, and put down the Mohammedan rebellion ; 
at the same time it has lost its colonies in Ili, where the people are en- 
tirely Mohammedan, and where Chinese officers ruled only by invitation 
and sufferance. The immense mountains which separate Ili from China 

roper render it difficult and inexpedient for the Chinese to attempt to 
uphold their rule in the former district of country. It tbey can preserve 
Sbensi from Mohammedan rebellion they are not likely to trouble them- 
seives much about the wastes of Kansuh. 

Thus we see that rebellion in China is at present at a very low ebb, and 
that the process of its subjugation has been going on steadily for several 
years. It being rather the weakuess of the Government than any positive 
abuse of its power which gave rise to disurders in the country, restoration 
toa state of peace has necessarily been very slow. If the present vantage 
ground which the Government hae obtained be held wisely, we may look 
for a restoration of China to that happy and productive state which ob- 
tained for it the title of the Great Flowery Land, and which filled the early 
European travellers with so much admiration; but there is a danger that 
the present period of repose may only produce new troubles by again fos- 
tering the growth of an inefficient and corrupt officialism. 


Continental Intelligence. 


RUSSIA, GERMANY, &c. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hampoure, Fes. 28. 

The late unfortunate case of the Hamburg emigrant ship Leidnitz, hence 
to New York, on board of which the cholera broke out and carried off 105 
of the passengers, has made a deep impression in Germany, and is com- 
mented on with more or less acrimony by all the organs of the press. On 
the reopening of the German Parliament next month it will probably form 
the subject of Federal legislation. The chief alleged complaint against 
the owner of the vessel is that there was no surgeon on board, and the 
Berlin papers add, with more bitterness than veracity, that there were 
elso no medicines on board; but this latter is disproved by the shipowner, 
who has published his defence, in which he gives a verified copy of the ac- 
count paid by him to one of the first apothecaries of this city, with details 
of the medicines furnished by him to the above-named vessel for the 
voyage in question. With regard to the other part of the charge, there is 
no law in any continental State making it compulsory for emigrant ships 
to carry a surgeon; though each of the large passenger steamers belong- 
ing to the North German Lloyd at Bremen, and the Hamburg-American 
Steam Company of this city, is provided with a duly qualified medical 
man; but I may add that this is only a voluntary expense they put them- 
selves to in their own interest, and to create greater confidence on the part 
of the public. It has long been a vexed question with the legislative 
bodies of the different German States whether or not emigrant ships should 
be compelled by law to carry surgeons; but as nothing has ever been de- 
cided the subject has hitherto remained unsettled, but will probably meet a 
speedy solution now that it is thus prominently brought into public notice, 
No one can deny that on the score of humanity it would be highly desir- 
able to make it compulsory ; but there are objections to be offered and diffi- 
culties in the way of a practical adjustment of the question. In the first 
place it would entail a considerable expeuse on the owners, which would 
compel them to raise their passage money, and thus drive the emigrants to 
embark in the ports of other competing countries where such compulsion 
does not exist. It mast also not be lost sight of that with very few ex- 
ceptions the German emigrant vessels are not exclusively confined to that 
branch of the trade, but are always open to a charter for a cargo of yoods 
to some other distant country; and not only would it entail needless ex- 
pense to have a surgeon permanently attached to each ship, but even in 
those few exceptional cases where veseels find regular employment in carry 
ing out emigrants to Canada, Australia, and the United States, the cost of 
asargeon would be doubled by having to feed and pay him for the return 
yoysge when his services would not be required. Besides all this, there 
must alway be considerable difficulty in obtaining the namber of surgeons 
required. Last year Bremen despatched 213 vessels with emigrants and 
Hamburg above 100; so that for those two ports more than 300 surgeons 
would be wanted. This is a large contingent even in a country where the 
profession is very numerously represented; and it must be conceded that 
it would require very tempting offers to induce a medical man worth 
having to give up a lucrative and steady practice at home and on dry ground 
in exchange for the discomforts, inconveniences, and want of room in an 
emigrant ship, and on an element to which he is unaccustomed, and for 

which, as a landsmapn, ke may be supposed to have a decided aversion. 

It has been proposed to offer a free passage to young surgeons who, 
having finished their studies in Germany, are desirous of emigrating, asa 
set-off for their taking medical charge of the ship during her voyage; but 
the objection to this is that the statistics of the last ten years show that 
the demand would be much greater than the supply, the average number 
during that period not being more than ten German medical emigrants 
eonually. It is moreover urged with great show of reason that such 
medical men, never having previously been ‘at sea, would be worse than 
useless during the voyage, and thus the object sought to be gained would 
be hopelessly lost. 

A good many other proposals more or Jess plausible have been started 
to meet the difficulty, among which the most practical one seems to be 
that adopted with great success by the authorities at Bremen, and which 
has been in operation for some time. It is to make it obligatory on candi- 
datea for certificates of qualification as mates of vessels to pass an exami- 
nation in surgery and medicine, by which the captain and chief mate of 


_ all Bremen vessels are fairly qualified in case of accidents of usual occur- 


rence at sea, and perhaps equal to the emergency of such an exceptional 
case as that which has given rise to the present controversity in the Ger- 
man press. 

But the subject appears to have caused quite as much excitement on 
the. other side of the Atlantic as here, and at New York the Committee 
for the Protection of German Immigrants propose to pass a law to compel 
all vessels with more than 50 passengers to carry a surgeon. The most 
desirable thing would be to establish the principle by an international treaty 
between the Governments of all countries whence emigrants embark, by 
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which the shipowners would all be placed on the same footing of equality, 
and would be able to raise their fares for passengers in the same proportion ; 
though in the present state of the medical science, especially with reference 
to the vexed question of the origin and contagiousness of the cholera, it 
would still remain doubtful whether the presence of the most efficient 
medical man on board would have prevented, though of course it may 
have mitigated, the frightful ravages of the malady on board the Leibnitz. 

On the 18:b a meeting of shipowners and underwriters was held at 
the Exchange Rooms in this city, being convened by the provisional 
committee for the classification of ships for the purpose of forming a coali- 
tion with the Bureau Veritas, confirming the arrangement made with the 
latter, and the election of the local committee agreed to. In the above- 
mentioned arrangement it is stipulated that, with the consent and approba- 
tion of the Bureau Veritas, a central committee of Hamburg and Bremen 
shipowners, underwriters, and shipbuilders be formed, with full power and 
authority for the final settlement of all questions relating to the classifica- 
tions of all German merchant vessels. The following firms were elected 
members of the committee :—Messrs. J. C. Godeffroy and Son, A. J. Hertz 
and Sons, William Oswald and Co., and A. J. Schon and Co.—all ship- 
owners; and Mr. M. G. Amsinck and Mr. H. C. Stulcken, shipbuilders. 
By order of the Senate, the outlying ports and agricultural districts of 
the Hamburg territory, Bergedorf and Geesthaac, have been incorporated 
with the Zollverein. This arbitrary conduct appears to have given offence 
to the Burgerschaft, who in their sitting yesterday agreed to a resolution 
requesting the Senate to inform them by virtue of which article of the 
coustitution they had taken such a step without the preliminary consent 
of the Burgerschaft. In the state of the markets there is no alteration to 
report. The Peru sailed yesterday for Shanghai, but by this morning’s 
telegram from Cuxbaven had not then put to sea. 

COMMERCIAL. 

The reopening of the navigation with the North of Europe and the ap- 
proach of spring have given rise to a greater degree of activity in our 
produce markets, and most articles are firm, with a tendency to a rise in 
value. Spelter is decidedly higher; and though the demand has been 
hitherto weak, nothing can be had under 13 marks 12 sch. Banco. No 
alteration in the money market.

HOLLAND. 


(FEOM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerDAM, Fes. 28. 

The elections are at last brought to an end, except in Haarlem, where on 
Tuesday next the last election must take place. The candidates are Mr. 
A. 8. van Nierop (Liberal) and Mr. Koorders (Ministerialist). The result 
of the elections at Amsterdam and Groningen was very favourable to the 
Liberal party, Messrs. Heemskerk Bz and Geertseema having been duly 
elected. The Liberals having now a majority in the Second Chamber I 
need not say that the position of the Cabinet is most critical. On Tuesday 
next the sitting will be opened in the name of his Majesty by the Minis- 
ters of the Home and Financial Departments. I think a smart debate will 
at once ensue, which will lead to a proposal fora vote of want of confi- 
dence. Other rumours, however, tell us that no hostile position will be 
taken before the definitive Budget of Foreign Affairs is brought into dis- 
cussion, it being impossible for the greatest number of the members of 
the Second Chamber to deal with that Budget after what happened be- 
fore the Chamber was dissolved. At all events the Cabinet will be 
struck by a vote of want of confidence; but sooner or later the King 
again muat decide between the alternative to dissolve the Chamber for the 
third time or a new Cabinet. Of course the Ministerialists are quite aware 
of what must happen; and a fraction of this party—the Orthodox—are 
very busy with the organisation of a general petitioning to the King in 
order to urge the necessity that the Second Chamber again must be dis- 
solved. I think it would be very hazardous to grant this demand, which 
is brought forward in addresses most characteristically and biblically styled. 

The anniversary of H.M. the King was celebrated on the 19thinst. As 
usual, marks of distinction were conferred upon persons of great merit. 
The whole nation was thus most surprised to find amongst the number of 
persons the actual Minister of the Colonial Department, Mr. Hasselman, 
on whom the knighthood of the Order of the Netherlands Lion was con- 
ferred, Now that it is matter of public notoriety that nothing justifies 
this mark of distinction, the rumour is generally believed that this Minister 
8 on the eve of tendering his resignation. The riband should be the 
douceur for the few months that Mr. Hasselman held the portfolio of the 
Colonial Department. Mr. ’s Jacob is named as his successor, formerly 
M.P., but who was at the last election defeated at Alkmaar and Amsterdam.

The rapid rise in cotton—chiefly Indian and American sorts 
—toxcther with the advanced rates for Manchester goods and 
the steady improvement in tea and silk, has imparted a more 
cheerful spirit iu the City. The long-continued depression and 
quotations showing heavy losses have given way, and one hears 
now of 2d. and 3d. per pound profit on Indian cotton, and on 
China tca that has been properly bought. It isa matter of some 
anxicly how far the speculation in cotton may be carried, but in 
the meantime importers of Indian qualities which have cost say 
6b have but one thing to do, viz., to sell at the current rate of 
82d. The telegraph companies between this and Bombay, as 
also between this and New York, have had a golden time lately, 
and we hear of telegrams being sent to India with orders to 
buy and re-sales at a profit of 1d., while buyers of shirtings 
here at 9s. to 9s. Gd. are closing their purchases at 11s. in pre- 
ference to shipping. To talk of such transactions in place of 
losses is felt to be an immense relief, although prudent men of 
business are not unmindful of the usual result on a sudden 
advance in prices of any staple. There is, however, good reason 
for assuming that we have turned the corner, and that 1868 will 
at least be marked by rises as well as falls, and that the net 
result will be better than the past few years. 

The first dividend of 63. 8d. has been distributed to the 
sbarcholders of the Western Insurance Company, now winding 
up. The Western had agencies in the Straits and China. 

The liquidators of the China Steam Ship and Labuan Coal 
Company, Sir James Elphinstone and Mr. J. B. Gibbons (of 
the firm of Harding, Whinuey and Gibbons), have issued a circular 
to the shareholders, informing them that an offer of £7,500 
had been received and declined, and that the Court had decided 
that tenders could be received for the whole estate, including 
the machinery, pant, and property of the company at Labuan 
The liquidators point out that it is still practicable for the 
sharcholdcrs to avail of this opportunity to form a new com- 
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pany, and avoid the sacrifice of the whole of their property. 
It is, therefore, entirely in their hands, the liquidators having 
done everything in their power tu mitigate the consequences 
of the Messrs. Lairds’ petition for acomplete winding up. The 
following is from the report of Sir James Elphinstone :— 

“ From the financial statement that was prepared and filed in the Court 
of Chancery in the autumn of 1867, it appeared that the assets of the 
company were more than sufficient to pay every liability without a sale of 
the mines and plant; but as the Court of Chancery ordered a sale, it could 
not be put off without the assent of the creditors and shareholders. 

‘1 think it right, therefore, to inform you personally that the inevitable 
result will be that the property will be sacrificed, and must be sold for 
whatever it will fetch, in order to finally liquidate the affairs of the company, 
unless some of you, who are willing to give the time and take the trouble, 
think it worth your while to canvass the large body of shareholders with the 
hope of forming some new association for buying the property, and reaping 
the reward of the many years’ labour and the very considerable outlay oa 
the part of those who have hitherto had confidence in these mines.” 


A further dividend of 2s. 6d. has been authorised by the 
Court to be paid to the creditors of the Commercial Bank 
Corporation of India and the East, the funds for which are in 
the hands of the liquidator. The distribution of this cannot, 
however, take place at present, as a section of the new share- 
holders are contesting their liability on certain claims, which 
they hold apply only to the old bank before its reconstruction. 
The decision of the Lords Justices must therefore be obtained. 

The directors of the Agra Bank (Limited) have declared a 
dividend at the rate of seven per cent. per annum, free of 
income-tax, for the year ended 3lst December, 1867, on the 
new capital or A shares of the bank. That portion of the 
bank’s capital which is represented by B or “reserved” shares 
will not (in accordance with the articles of association) partici- 
pate in the payment of dividend until after the present year. 

The biddings for £200,000 in bills on India were held on 
the 19th at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were 
—to Calcutta £186,000, aud to Madras, £14,000. The mini- 
mum price was fixed as before, at 1s. 104d. on Calcutta and 
Madras. Tenders at 1s. 10ad. on those Fresidencies will re- 
ceive about 33 per cent., and all above will be allotted in full, 
No tenders on Bombay were invited. Telegrams have been 
received from India announcing a rise to ls. 11j}d., and as 
buyers were very firm a further advance in rates is expected. 
This in turn will influence the China Exchanges. 

Messrs. W. H. Smith, Barry, and Co., in the East India 
trade, have suspended. The liabilities are about £60,000, and 
the assets in England £15,000, and a balance is due by the 
Calcutta house to the London house of £45,000.

TEA. 

Our market during the past fortnight has been very firm, and a con- 
siderable amourt of business has been done, and which would have been 
larger but for the firmness of importers, who have refused offers in very 
many instances, hoping for better prices, In common teas there has been 
a further rise, whilst fine to finest Moning and Wopack kinds of Congou 
have been taken freely at advanced rates. Congous: Siftings have suld 
readily. The Moning kinds are becoming scarce, and have sold at full 
prices. The fresh supplies of Kaisow have also sold rather higher. 
Broken-leaf remains very firm at the late advance. Fair to good common 
have been sold to some extent at from Is. 1¢d. to 1s. 13d. per Ib., being 
4d. to 1d. per Ib. higher. Fair to good flavory kinds have sold at slightly 
better prizes. Good to fine Kaisows show no material change, the inquiry 
being moderate. Pak Lings remain much as before. Common to fair 
black-leaf kinds have been saleable at fully former prices. Fair to good 
medium kinds have sold at an advance of 1d. per lb. Fine to finest show 
arise of fully 2d. per lb. Fair to good Oolongs still remain difficult of 
sale at about former prices; fine to finest have been saleable at full prices. 
Common to good qualities of Souchong have been taken at full prices; in 
the fine to finest kinds transactions continue limited. Flowery Pekoes 
have been sold at full prices to a limited extent. Scented Cepers: The 
Canton kinds remain very firm at fully previous prices. Foochow kinds 
show noimprovement. Scented Orange Pekoes: Canton kinds have been 
rather more saleable, and prices have ruled rather higher. The Foochow 
kinds remain much as last advised. In uncoloured Japans there is nothing 
of interest to report. Green Teas: There bas been a fair business doing 
in these, at fully previous prices for nearly all kinds. Moyunes are in 
demand, and really fine qualities would sell readily. In Canton Gunpow- 
ders sales have been made of fair common at public sale at about 1s. 3d. 
per Ib. 

The sales of China tea on the 18th inst. comprised 9,462 packages, of 
which 6,730 packages were sold, all without reserve. There was a fair 
assortment of Greens out of recent arrivals, but many were sold before- 
hand or withdrawn. About 1,000 packages, ex Wild Deer, were sold 
“with all faults and without reserve,” and the prices obtained indicate 
pretty fairly the present state of the market for fine Green teas. Fine 
Gunpowders realised 3s. 24d. to 38. 64d. per 1b.; medium, 23. 34d. to 
2s. 94d. per lb. ; Imperial, 15. 104d. to 2s. Old. per lb.; Young Hyson, 
1s. 10d. to 2s. 4d. per Ib. Some common Gunpowders, ex Hyacinth, sold 
at 1s. 2%, to 1s. 4}d. per Ib. 

The quantity expected from China for the season is 118,000,000 to 
120,0UU,UU0 lbs. ‘The deliveries are still at about 12,000,000 per month, 
but there is a distinct intention to keep no more than three months’ stock.

The fvllowing is a specimen of the statements put forth with a view of 
alarming the trade into giving higher rates and Luying largely :—“ The 
Jatest accounts from China are unanimous in affirming that, in consequence 
of the luwnc-s of prices ruling, so little of the present season's yield has 
been prepared for export, that the total remaining and which can be shipped 
betwoen January and May is 11 to 15 million lbs., to meet our require- 
ments of 12 to 13 millions per month, or 60 to 65 millions for the tive 
months. The overland supplies from China to Russia are also greatly 
deficient ; Germany and [Tolland have diminished shipments; and to France 
the direct imports are a mere bagatelle. The latter countries may be ex- 
pected to follow the example of Russia, which is fast draining off our stock 
of common tea. Under these circumstances it is impossible to foresee to 
what limits stocks may be reduced before the new crop arrives. The trade 
are making many unsuccessful attempts to depress prices and get into 
stock, failing in which, although compelled to acknowledge a rise, they 
quote and offer in small quantities common Congou at 1s. 2d., but attempts 
to purchase any but the most inferior parcels at that price are mostly in- 
effectual.” 

The following; from a contemporary gives a correct view of the duty, 
&c. :—The feeling that an increased duty will be placed upon tea when the 
next budget is brought forward is growing strong. It is impossible at so 
early a date to conjecture with any degree of safety, but we are inclined 
to think that Mr: Disraeli would prefer some better means of meeting the 
expenses of the Abyssinian war than by arresting the progress of such an 
MDportant branch of commerce. Besides, we believe that the policy of 
recent Governments has been to remove as much as possible the burdens 
of taxation from articles of universal consumption. Left in its present 
condition, without any legislative check, the tea trade must no doubt 
develop itself to a greater limit than has ever been experienced.” 

_Sitk.—The improvement noticed in our last has continued. In China 
silk some large forced sales from second hands at tempting prices first 
attracted the attention of Continental buyers, and led to a general demand, 
which most importers were willing to meet. Japan silk has been eagerly 
bought Loth from first and second hands at improved quotations, especially 
for the better qualities. The deliveries indicate some increase in the con- 
tumption of Asiatic silk, but scarcely justify the large business of the past 
fortnight, which, as is usually the case in such “spurts,” has. been mostly 
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of a speculative nature. Deliveries from 1st to 24th inclusive : China, 2,690 
bales ; Japan, 476 ; total, 3,166. Good No. 4 Tsatlees have fetched 22s. 6d.; 
Red Peacock, 23s. 6d.; Maibash No. 2 to 4 has fetched 293. to 32s, 
The public sales of 5,940 bales India, China, and Japan sorts were held on 
19th and 20th. The attendance has been hardly up to the average, though 
slightly varied on account of an unusually large parcel of thrown silk 
being offered for positive sale. The biddings werechiefly contined tv thosa 
lots moderately taxed or to be sold “‘ without reserve,”’ also to the throwne, 
which were all sold.
